B o s to n , M arch 24th —H enry W . Longfel­ 
low h dead. 
On Saturday afternoon M r. Longfellow 
w aécut part 
the afternoon, walking upon 
the piazza, and on going into the house com­ 
plained of being slightly cold. 
A t dinner he 
was suddenly taken iiJ, ai.il soon after went 
to his room, and in a short tim e had a vio­ 
lent attack of vertigo. 
O i Sunday he com­ 
plained of severe pains in the etoinacb, and 
opiates were administered to allay the trouble 
and induce sleep. 
H is condition seemed 
somewhat -improved until Monday, when 
dangerous symptoms became manifest, and 
the family were seiiously alarmed. 
On Tues­ 
day morning these symptoms assumed an ag­ 
gravated form, aud it''becam e evident th at 
death was near. 
On W ednesday and Thurs­ 
day, however, there was a9light improvement, 
and a disposition to sleep almost continually. 
During th e aft«raoon and evening of Thurs­ 
day he talked a great deal upon various 
topic-, and seemed to recover o^irge portion 
of his usual bright and cheerfff disposition. 
Later ia the bight he became partially urcon­ 
scious and restless. This morniug he revived, 
though Lis t'*lk was somewhat incoherent. 
This condition continued until about an hour 
before hi* death, when he again become un­ 
conscious, aud so continued until the last—a 
litile past 3 o’clock—suffering but little pain, 
apparently. 
The immediate cause of bis 
death was peritonitis. 
All tbo family were 
present a t the time. 
The people of Cam­ 
bridge were apprised of his death by the fire 
bells tilling. 
His age was 75 years. 
Long- 
fell jW had not been in good health since the 
death of his intim ate friend, Professor Agas­ 
siz. 
T hat event was a great shock to him, 
and from it he never fully recovered. 


[Henry Wadsvrorth Longfellow was born at Pori* 
laud, Mo., the 27th of February, 1307. 
He gradu­ 
ated 
at 
Bowdoin College m 1S25, soon 
after 
which he was appointed Professor of Modern Lan­ 
guages and Literature in th at inst tation, with the 
undei standing that he should have the privilege of 
spending some time in Europe in order more fully to 
qualify himself for his new position. 
He left home 
in 18.0, and spent four years abroad, chiefly in 
France, Spain, Italy and Germany. 
In 1635 he suc­ 
ceeded George Tickuor in the chair of modern lan­ 
guages and belles lettres a t Harvard. The same year 
kb visited Europe the second tim e; and after m ak­ 
ing an extensive tout through Denmark, Sweden, 
Germany, etc., he entered upon the duties of his 
professorship in 1638. In 183J appeared his romance 
of ** Hyperion,” and a collection of his i>oems, en­ 
titled “ Voices of the Night,” which attracted great 
attention and raised him at once to the first rank 
among American poets. 
In 1841 he published “ i al­ 
iada, and other Poems 
his charm ing dram a of 
“ The Spanish S tu d en t” appeared in 1S43. 
This 
was followed ly his “ Poets and Poetry of E urope” 
(1845), “ The helfrv of Bruges, and other Poem s” 
(1S4C), and “ Evangeline ” (1847), one of the most 
admirable of all his productions. 
It has been pro­ 
nounced, and we think justly, “ the most perfect 
specimen extant o? the English hexam eter.” It was 
followed by “ The Golden Legion” (1851), “ The 
Song of H iaw atha” (1855), perh.ps the most p pil­ 
lar of his works, “ The Courtship of Miles Stand- 
is h ” (1858), and “ Tragedies of New England” 
(1868) 
Of bis prose writings, besides “ Hyperion,” 
already referred t. \ we may m ention “ Outre Mer : 
a Pilgrimage beyond the Sea ” (1835), “ Kavanagh,” 
a novel (164y), and his contributions to the “ North 
American He tie w.” His last im portant work i s a 
translation of Dante’s “ Divina Com m edis” (18b7), 
remarkable for its literalness and faithfulness to the 
original. 
Mr. Longfellow resigned his chair at 
Ilarv .rd in 1854, and was succeeded by Professor 
Lowell.] 
I nitori M ules Senate. 
W ashington, M arch 21th.—The Senate 
p p^nt a laii-e uart of the morning hour on tbe 
hfe saving bill. 
Gecrge was granted an indefinite leave of 
absence. 
The Tariff Commission dUcuseion was re­ 
sumed. and M iller of New Y ork gave eome 
reasons for his belief in protection. 
H e said 
he feaied th at unices some Southern Diembers 
amended their views on this issue, they would 
bs left at home. 
Morgan—Let me interrupt the gentleman, 
to ask whether he expects th at any of the 
members who will ba returned from the 
Sou’h will be iu favor of a tariff on wood 
pulp ? 
M i’Ier—I had hrped th at as a new mem­ 
ber, atjd one unaccustomed to public speak­ 
ing, 1 would be permitted to make my argu- 
meut on this question without interruption, 
but as the Senator has seen fit to briGg into 
this debate a personal question, and to fling 
it at me—a flÍDg which has been thrown at 
me by all the newspapers of this country— 
I say to him th at I am ready to meet him, 
and if be thinks to cower me, or to drive me 
from my pcsition by any such accusation as 
that, he mistakes his man. 
I hava said 
nothing about wood puip, but I repeat to the 
gentleman that I believe the people of the 
South, of Georgia and of Alabama, who are 
deeply ioterested in the manufacture of cotton 
and iron, will see to it that they are repre­ 
sented here by mrn who believe ia the de­ 
velopment of the great resources of our beauti­ 
ful South. 
M organ—If" the Senator will indulge me— 
M iller (declining to yiold) appealed to the 
Chair for a vindication of his rights to tbe 
floor. 
The Chair overruled the attem pted inter­ 
ruption, and M iller re-.mned. 
He sa il he 
would answer any questions iu regard to 
wood pulp, or any other manufacturing in­ 
dustry of which he had any knowledge, upon 
the conclusion of his argument, and finally 
concluded by inviting Morgan to reiterate his 
query about wood puip. 
Morgan replied th at he had now no query 
to m ake; th at when the Senator intim ated 
th at members did not represent their people 
and would be supplanted at the November 
elections by protection advocates—in other 
words, “ th at the Demccralic party of the 
South would be overthrown ”—he put to him 
a ques’.ijn whether, in th at Senator’s opinion, 
the new members would come instructed to 
vote on the question of wood pulp. 
A tariff 
on th at article was upon the statute book, 
but the Senator construed the inquiry as a 
personal allusion. 
If the Senator was su 
much identified with the tariff on wood pulp 
th at no one could discuss it without making 
an allusion personal to himself, then perbap3 
the inquiry ought not to have been made. 
M iller said he confessed his inability to 
understand the m atter as partaking of any 
other than a personal nature, but he took no 
offense at it. 
The bmiaess of paper and 
wood pulp manufacture, in which he was en­ 
gaged, he believed to be as honorable as any 
which engaged the attention of gentlemen in­ 
terested in breaking down our manufacturers, 
thereby reducing American labor wages He 
alleged that the operations of patents and of 
other busim s! was oppressively burdened, 
and that he wanted to say through the press 
of the country, which had denounced him for 
being engaged iu thht business, that the time 
would come when it would be realized th at 
tbe efforts put forth by himself aDd his asso­ 
ciates have done more than all others to 
solve the question of chaap paper and cheap 
bo'ks. 
The general debate in the bill will close 
Tuesday, after which amendments may be 
offered under the five-minute rule. 
W illiams introduced a bill to incorporate 
the Cherokee Central Railroad and Telegraph 
Company. 
[ The bill authorizes the construc­ 
tion of a road and telegraph line from F ort 
Sm ith, A ik., to F ort Gibeon, Cherokee N a­ 
tion, and thence to a point near where Verde- 
gris river c ris e s the Hue between Kansas and 
Indian Territory ] Referied.

. The bill creating tw» new land districts in 
Nebraska was passed. 
A fter an executive session the Senate ad­ 
journed. 
Honse of R epresentatives. 


W ashington, M arch 24th.—Rebinson of 
New Y ork called attention to the fact that 
the resolution relative to tbe imprisonment 
of American citizens in G reat Giitain had not 
yet been acted upon by the committee, and 
said th at if something is not done, aDd our 
M inister has not demanded his passport, I 
shall move his impeachment.

Secretary of Agriculture—Alfalfa la Kan­ 
sas—Preparing Harvesting Machin­ 
ery— Glucose from Corn—Etc. 


There is now pending before the House of 
Representatives in Congress a bill reported 
by the Committee on Agriculture, proposing 
to make the Department of A-iriculture at 
the national capital an executive department, 
to be under the supervision of a Secretary of 
Agriculture. The Secretary of Agriculture 
is to be appointed by the President, by and 
with the advice of the Senate, and is to be a 
member of the Cabinet and to receive the 
same compensation as the Secretaiies of other 
Departments. '1 he bill provides also for the 
appointment of an Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture, and of Chiefs of Bureau?, a3 
follows : 
F ust—The Bureau of Agricultural Pro- 
ducte, which shall include divisions of botan), 
entomology and chemistry. The chief of 
this bureau shall be a practical agriculturist, 
an ! shall investigate the modes of farming in 
tha several States and Territories, and shall 
rc; art such practical information as shall 
tend to increase the profits "f the farmer, re­ 
specting the various methods, the cropB mott 
profitable in the various sections, the prefer- 
ab’e varieties of seeds, vines, plants, fruits, 
fertilizan, implements, buildings, and similar 
matters. 
Second—The Bureau of Anirnsl Industry, 
to be iu charge of a competent veterinary 
surgeon, who shall investigate aid report 
upon the number, value and condition of do- 
lilt 5UC animals of me United States, their 
protection, growth and u je ; the csu.es, prt- 
v. - tion nr cura of contagious or communi­ 
cable diseases, and the_ kinds, races or breeds 
hr t adapted to the several sections for profil- 
abl ■ raising. 
Tided—The Bureau of Lands, the chief of 
watch shall investigate and report upon the 
resources and capabilities of the public or 
other land? for f irming, stock-raising, timber 
manufacturing, miuiug or other industrial 
uses. The bill provides for the transfer of 
all powers and duties vested in the Cormnis- 
10 i kuown as the geological survey, to- 
geoer with all clerks, employes .and agents, 
a n d all instruments, records, books papers, 
etc , of said Couimis-iou to the Department 
of Agriculture. The Secretary is authorized 
through this bureau to institute such investi­ 
gations and collect such inforuiation, facts 
and stutisti-3 relative to the mines and min­ 
ing of the United States, as may be deemed 
of value and importance. 
Fourth—The 
Bureau of Statistics, the 
chief of which snail collect and report the 
agricultural statistics of the United States, 
anti all important information or statistics re­ 
lating to iudu-itrial educa.ion and agricultural 
colleges ; to labor and wages iu this and other 
cou .tries ; to markets and prices ; to modes 
ai d costs of transporting agricultural pro­ 
duct and live stock to their final m arket; 
to the demand, supply and prie s iu foreign 
markets : to the location, number and pro­ 
ducts of manufacturing establishments of 
whatever sort, their sources of raw material, 
methods, markets and prices; to such other 
commercial or other conditions as may affect 
the market value of farm products or the in­ 
terests of the iudustrial classes of the Lrnited 
States. 
_ 
Provision is also made for the monthly pub­ 
lication or the information gained through 
these several bureaus by the ¡Secretary, for 
fins benefit of the rndustrial classes in the 
United States. The bill as above outlined is 
just what we have at various times in these 
columns advocated, and we earnestly hope 
Congress will enact it into a law. 
Why should n it the agricultural interest— 
the largest and most important material in- 
teiest of the couutry—have a voice in the 
¡.¡guest ualio’ al council of the country ? In 
the consideration of great national and inter­ 
national questions, why should not the agri­ 
cultural classes have a representation ana a 
v ire? No other industry or calling can 
thereby be injured, because ail others are de- 
peudeut on agriculture a:id are Inert fore in­ 
terested iu its greatest success. The iuforma- 
tiuu it is proposed to c .llect and disseminate 
through the several bureaus will not only be 
valuable to agriculture, but to the ruanulact- 
uring and commercial interests as well. 
Our 
agriculture iu many important particulars is 
already having a marked elf ,ct upon the agii- 
culture of Great Britain and some of the more 
important countries of the eastern continent. 
Our farmers are in direct and successful com­ 
petition with the farmers of England in the 
production of wheat, butter and cheese, i f 
beef and pork, dried an i preserved fruits, 
and many other articles of the farm. The vine­ 
yards of California are rapidly supplanting 
the vineyards of France, Italy and Germany in 
furnishing wines and brandies to the world. 
In live stock we are in adtanceof England 
in the breeding of fine blooded horses and 
the best breeds of cattle and Bwine, aud our 
11 ck owners are leading the shepherds of 
Epain, France and Germany iu the produc­ 
tion of valuable sheep and wool. 
In fact, iu 
a!i that relates to agriculture, to agricultural 
products, agricultural machinery, agricultural 
methods, etc., we are leading the world, and 
t;.o various nations are looking to us as an 
example worthy of imitation. 
Let us, then, 
ii. ve a representative of these great indus­ 
tries, clothed with equal importares and tiig- 
Di’v with aDy other national interest, and it 
v¡ 1 encourage and stimulate those engaged 
iu them at home and enhance our importance 
in the eyes of other nations’ people. 


Sowing Corn for Fodder. 
We have of late on several occasions urged 
the farmers of California to give some atten­ 
tion to the production of fodder from corn. 
W e have also urged the importance of the 
silo, or air tight vat, or bin, for its preserva­ 


t i o n for feeding through the winter season, 
especially to dairy cows. 
We now notice 
and quote a communication in the Frairic 
Firmer, which, so far as it goes, confirms our 
views ou this subject: 
There is nothing the farmer can get as 
n ch stock food from for the amount of labor 
expended as he can from a patch of sowed 
c. rn for fodder. Now is a good time to begin 
preparations. Select your ground, and uuless 
n i give it a good coat of manure and plow 
it under. 
L t it lay until the last < f May or 
the first of June; then repb w and harrow 
until the surface is thoroughly pulverized; 
then sow the com w ith a driil, about ODe and 
a half bubi.els of shelled corn to the sere if 
y.it; want it for bidder alone, as by sowing 
thick the stalks will be smaller, and you will 
have a larger quantity of blades and tope 
that the stock wi.l eat up cleaner. By sowing 
thinner you get larger and heavier stalks, 
and by sowing a little earlier and lettirg 
stand longer y u can secure a good supply of 
nubbins. 
1 prefer thick sowing as it shades 
the ground more completely and weeds 
have no chance at all to grow, hence there 
is no need of cultivating. 
Cut as scan as 
it is ail tasseled out well; lay in bundles 
until thoroughly cured, 
and then shock 
up or haul to your barn. 
If you have never 
tried it you will ba astonished at the qnantuy 
of foddtr you can raise on a small patch of 
ground. 
Besides getting a good supply oi 
fodder cheaply, farmers will find this crop a 
great help during August. 
When pastures 
begin to fail aud dry up, and the supply of 
green food gets short, you can keep your 
stock growing and improving all the time by 
cutting and feeding from your patch of fod­ 
der. 
We ali know that very often stock loaea 
considerably during the very hot days of 
August when the grass in the paVtures gets 
short, and that too just when it is most de­ 
sirable to keep them growing.^ A good sup­ 
ply <f green com grown in this way will be 
of great benefit at this time. It takes but 
little ground and very little trouble t j give it 
a trial, and we know from experience that 
tried once you will never bo wiihout yonr 
patch of bidder afterwards. 


Glucose from Com. 
The manufacture of glucose from corn must 
be r profitable as it certainly is a growing in- 
dus-ry. It isssid that there are now manufac- 
uries in the United States with a capacity to 
manufacture 11,009,000 bushels of corn per 
at nurn into glucose. 
So the corn fanners of 
the great western corn country ate furnished 
with a market for their produce to that ex­ 
tent. But what becomes of the glucose ? It 
is mostly or greatly used in the adulterati in 
of c a n e sugar and syrups, which in turn are 
to a considerable extent consumed by the 
farmers. The glucose, when manufactured 


from corn, is worth from three to foor cents 
a pound, bnt when used as an adulterant of 
sugar its relative value or price is increased 
trom 50 to 100 per cent., and is sold to the 
farmers at this advanced price. The 11.000,­ 
000 bushels of corn briog the farmers less 
than $5.000,000, and it is probable that they 
p-. y f.-vr glucose in their sugar more than 
$30,000.000 per annum. 
But this style of 
sp- eolation out of pocket on tbeir own coro 
is 
not 
the 
worst 
feature 
of 
the 
transaction. Glucoss is made by boiling corn 
starch with Bulphuric acid (oil of vitriol) and 
mixing the product with lime. 
A portion of 
the sulphuric acid and sulphate of lime, cop­ 
era?.. aud other noxious and poÍB m us in 
gr-die:its, frequently remain in the glucose, 
and consequently go into the sugar. 
In 
the ana’ysis 
of 
seventeen 
samples 
of 
tvile syrup 
in 
common use, Professor 
Kedsie 
found 
fifteen 
to be 
nude of 
glucose, one of them containing 141 grains 
i f oil of vitriol and 724 grains of lime 
to the gallon, and one from a lot which 
sickened a whole family contained 72 grains 
of vilii 1, 28 of copperas, 3C3 of lime to the 
gallon. 
General It lum, Commissioner of 
Infernal Revenue, reports to Congress that 
the use of this impure glucosa is the caus3 of 
the alarming increase of Bright’s disease of 
the kidneys, and Congress has a bill hef me 
it 
to 
tax and 
!8;ulate the manufact­ 
ure rf this 
article, 
so 
33 _to require 
that all these poisonous ingredients stud1 
be 
extracted 
from 
it 
before 
it 
is 
put upon the market. The 11,0011,000 1 adi­ 
éis of corn sold by the farmers of the West 
to make glucose, net only comes back to 
cheat them, but to 
poison 
and spread 
disease among them. The bill referred to also 
provides a heavy license fee to be paid by 
every manufacturer and dealer in glucose, 
and that whenever the article, in any form, 
shall be offered for sale it shall be labelled 
plainly with its proper name. I t alzo con­ 
tains other stringent provisions calculated to 
forewarn and protect the public. 


Alfalfa or Luec-ra in Kansas 
Alfalfa is becoming a very popular forage 
plant in soma of the Mississippi valley States. 
Professor Shelton, who has h?d lucern on 
trial at the Kansas Agricultural College, is 
enthusiastic in its praise. 
Among other 
things he says: “ I t surpasses anything I 
kuc v of for hog pasture, and for that uee I 
had rather have one acre of it than five 
acres 
of 
artichokes. 
Its 
worst 
ene­ 
mies here are the gophers and moles, 
ivhi h completely honeycomb the Boil and 
in time destroy the crop. To get rid of these 
1 wonl 1 trap them. Any good cura land an­ 
swers well for iuc-rn. Good, rich, tolerably 
clem, dry land will do in almost any situa- 
tbm, and if it inclines to clay, b o much the 
bstter. I would prepare the ground well by 
thoroughly plowing and harrowing, and sow 
broadcast about the 1st of 
April not 
less 
than 
twenty p unds to the acre, 
and follow with a light harrow and roller.” 
l’rufessor Shelton’s experiments have led him 
to the same opinions as are entertained by 
Cai f rnia culturists of this valnable plant. 
No other variety of clover compares with 
..lfa’fa as a pasture for hogs or acy other 
kind of stock, aud no other kind of clov r 
equals it r.3 hay for cattle—¡specially for 
dairy cows. 
Well-cured alfalfa hay will pro­ 
duce as much milk almost as the green 
pasture aud more than other hay and 
bran. 
A t the 
same 
time, 
cows 
will 
keep 
in 
good 
condition on this hay. 
It is by far the superior of all other clovers 
or grasses as to the quantity that may be pro­ 
duced p;r 3cre. 
It ts also superior to all the 
other cultivated clovers or grasses in that it 
affords more feed in the late fall and early 
spring. In fact in the absence of frost or freez­ 
ing weather it will grow all winter. 
Most 
excellent pastures are now furnished by the 
alfalfa fields in this portion of th§ State, 
and when not pastured the clover stards 
from five to six inches hiah, and will be 
ready to cut in two weeks from this date. 


Haying and Harvesting Machinery Repairs. 
Now that good crops are almost certainly 
assured there will be great activity among 
the farmers in preparing their haying and 
harvesting machinery for work. If theBe 
machines were properly prepared fur winter 
and placed away under cover at the end of 
the last season, the work of preparing them 
for use will be comparatively light, unlesB 
some of the machinery or parts of the fram;- 
woik were worn out or nearly bo, in 
which case these parts will be required to 
be renewed. Let such farmer take time 
by the forelock aDd bring out bis mowing 
machine aud horse-rake, and take them apart 
and examine each part carefully, and see 
whether all is right and ready for use. 
If so, 
let the parts all he cleaned and put together 
again, bo that when the day for work comes 
he will know that his machines are ready for 
it. If the wheels of his rake are likely to 
want Ih tire set, or a spoke or other part is 
broken, let them be put in order now, the im­ 
plement returned to its place marked “ ready,” 
examine the guards and knives and running 
gear of the mower, ana if it be found that 
ny of these parts are badly worn or broken, 
let extras for the same be procured, and the 
broken or worn parts replaced with perfect 
extras, so that no time will be leal when 
mowing has commenced. 
Let the 6ame 
course be taken with the reaper and header 
and thrashing machines. 
Better sppnd yonr 
over-time now in getting these machinea in 
perfect order than to stop after the harvest 
¡-as commenced and y u have a hu.itof hands 
under pay to wait fur you to go to the sh>.-p 
fur repairs at the beginning of harvest. It is 
an old taying that a stitch in time saves nin«, 
but in suns cases in reference to repairing 
harvest machinery a stitch in time may eave 
ninety-nine. 


The Threatening Snow Banks 
There are piled up in the Sierras bank? of 


s no w to an extent almost unprecedented in 
the memory of man. Should the weather 
remain comparatively cool and without rain 
for two or three weeks, the water from the 
extreme Dorth of the Stato would run down 
the Sacramento and be out of the way. 
To- n warm weather, unaccompanied by rein, 
would melt the snow only about fast enough 
to keep the water in the river at this city at 
about its present stage, and no damage to 
crops would occur. 
Should, however, the 
weather come If warm at once, and be ac- 
couipanied with warm rains, we may iook fur 
higher water in the rivers than has ever 
been known. 
The snows are d?eper and 
loser dowu on the west side of the mountains 
i ban they have bee i before since the com­ 
pletion of the railroad over them. It is to be 
hoped that we may he spared th" wor t c m- 
seq¿enees of these threatening snow bank?. 


Artificial Hatching. 
Toe following communication to the REC­ 
OUP U nion explains itself: 
At the February meeting of the North 
American Poultry Association, after dis­ 
charge of the regular business, the subj ?ct of 
incubation was thoroughly discussed, and the 
following fac's 
substantially established: 
That the only way t > raise chickens with cer­ 
tainty, for early market, ia by the use of in­ 
cubators ; that a good incubator will hatch 
fr m 70 to 80 |>er cent, of the eggs put in i t ; 
that people living in cities, who have not 
room to keep hens, can use incubatorB sue- 
cess fully, getting eggs from grocers or firmer? 
near by ; that with special care 200 chickens 
may b? raised to market sizes in a room 
fif-een feet square; that the business of 
rai-ing poultry is particularly adapted to 
ladies aud infirm people, both in city and 
country ; that live chickens from eight to 
twelve weeks old will sell (at the East) in 
April, May, lune and July at from 40 to 75 
cents a pound, or from $1 to $1 50 each, ac­ 
cording to variety and condition. As the 
mase of people are ignorant of the profits of 
poultry-raising, and cannot afford to buy ex- 
penaive incubators, and do not know that 
they can make a good, cheap incubator them­ 
selves, with which to hatch both early and 
late chickens, the following resolution was 
adopted :

N e w Y o r k , March 17, 1SS2. 
The Lenten season does not make any 
perceptible difference in the social gayeties 
of March, except in a few handsome houses 
« here theology and fashion are combined. 
Almost the only Beets th at lay any stress 
on Lent are the Episcopalians and the 
Roman Catholics, and the latter occupy 
very little space in the world of mode. A 
certain number of rich cultured Catholic 
citizens of Irish birth or Irish extraction 
have position and influence, though the 
great bulk of them are, as may be supposed, 
too undisciplined to have much weight, 
save at party caucuses and at the polls. 
There they are as strong as ever, stronger 
indeed, for it is 
estimated 
th at our 
Hibernian population is more numerous by 
nearly 10,000 than it was at this time last 
year. 
It has long been large enough 
to control the municipal election, 
and 
by its 
overwhelming 
majority 
deter­ 
mine the 
State 
election 
also. 
The 
most 
zealous 
keepers 
of 
Lent 
are 
Euiscopal young women who have danced, 
flirted and been supremely festal up to 
Ash W ednesday, and have at th at exact 
date grown suddenly and superlatively 
austere. 
Tney have compounded for their 
transgressions against conventionality by 
taking on an indigo hue of piety. 
They do 
not go out except to church ; they dress 
iu plain colors—generally in black ; they 
discard all ornaments ; they read only the 
ritual and the Bible ; they pray morning, 
noon and night ; they meditate much and 
long ; they go to bed early ; they visit the 
poor ; they, figuratively, don sackcloth and 
ashes. 
This is all sentimentalism. 
They 
fancy they excite interest among their ac­ 
quaintances by such appearance of rigor. 
They want to make themselves talked 
about—to get a ’reputation for profound 
spirituality, and they usually succeed. 
They go so far a3 to talk of retiring per­ 
manently from society, in order to devote 
themselves to good works. 
They are sure 
that they shall never m arry ; they look 
back oa their late fashionable dissipations 
with a deep sense of contrition. 
How 
could they have been so worldly, so earth- 
stained ! 


T H E PIOUS FERVOR 
W ill not last, of course ; it is cooling al­ 
ready ; before Easter they will resume gay 
colors, jawels, their regular habits, their 
modish frivolities. 
They find they can’t 
be very “ pious” more than three or four 
weeks consecutively; the strain is too 
great upon their pleasure-loving natures. 
Djubtless temporary abstinence yields a 
now zest to the resumption of enjoyment. 
It is always noticed that, later in the sea 
soe, they are the gayest of the gay, and 
carry their miscellaneous flirtations to a 
point of desperation. 
Tney are pretty apt 
to get engaged iu the summer, aud to lj>3 
wedded in the autum n or winter. 
Piety 
and matrimony may be as cause and 
effect. If they fail to eDlist under Hymen’s 
banners, they will go back to their pre 
tended austerities when Lent again comes 
round, and discontinue them once more 
when the season has partially past. 
I sus­ 
pect that the theologic character they play 
has a definite connubial purpose. 
It cer­ 
tainly seems to be attractive to young men, 
who are seldom safe in the society of a 
half-Lent devotee. 
The 1st of the coming May will not be 
much of a moving day here, compared at 
least with what it formerly was. 
A few 
years ago it was little leas than a nuisance. 
Srrangers could not understand why New 
Yorkera annually took possession of ou?- 
another’s houses without betterm ent and 
w ithout reason. 
One cause was that land­ 
lords generally thought th at rents would 
advance, and tenants thought they would 
decline, before another year ; and tbus a 
long lease could not be secured. 
Another 
cause wa3 th at May 1st was almost uni­ 
versally the moving date. 
Now autum n is 
often the moving time—the last of Septem­ 
ber, October or even November, particu­ 
larly, when apartments are wanted. 
More­ 
over, all New Yorkers who can afford it 
are inclined in these days to own their 
houses. 
They believe, rightly, that it is 
the best investment they can make, and 
they make it accordingly. 
Ten times as 
many private residences, real estate agents 
inform me, are owned by their occupants 
as were owned at the beginning of the 
civil war. 
This is surely one long step 
toward trne domesticity, in which this 
city has for many years been lacking. 
I am sorry to learn th at a sharp discrim­ 
ination is now making against German 
Jew s as tenants. 
Many landlords will 
not let to them at all ; not, they say, be­ 
cause they arc either Germans or Jews, but 
because, they allege, they are extremely 
careless and untidy in their ways and hab­ 
its, aud because, they say, they seriously 
damage the property they hire. 
Another 
reason given is that their presence as neigh­ 
bors, especially in apartments, prevents 
ueater people of other creeds and national­ 
ities from dwelling under the tame roof. 
I 
am told of several rich Jews, owners of 
apartment-houses of the best kind, who 
have a standing rule not to let any part of 
those to persons of their own sect. 
I am 
acquainted with other real-estate holders 
who for some time refused to be governed 
by this apparent prejudice. 
But, after re­ 
peated unfortunate experiences, they suc­ 
cumbed to it from a sense ot self-interest. 
The feeling is not one of race or faith, but 
simply of financial advantage. 


ED W IN BOOTH 
Intends, as you have beard, to go to 
Europe on a professional tour next May, 
aud, after he has filled various engage­ 
ments in Britain, to act in the principal 
cities of Germany to which he had been 
cordially invited last year, when the seri­ 
ous illness of his wife compelled his return 
home. 
He will speak his native tongue on 
the stage, though supported in German by 
German players. 
The Germans are such 
deep students, such enthusiastic admirers 
of 
Snakespeare 
th at I can 
not 
help 
thinking that his “ H am let,” 
“ lago,” 
“ Othello,” “ Richard I.,” “ Shylock” and 
“ B rutus” will make an extraordinary im­ 
pression on them. 
Some of his friends 
purpose, I understand, to give him a 
dinner before his departure. 
The number 
will be limited to 200, and will be com­ 
posed of prominent actors, authors, journ­ 
alists, painters and others of the artistic 
guild, a similar company to that which 
invited him to breakfast at Delmonico’s 
last June. 
The occasion can scarcely fail 
tq be one of marked interest. 
By the by. Asia Booth Clarke’s new vol­ 
ume, the “ Elder and the Younger Booth,” 
is a valuable and attractive addition to 
histrionic literature. It seems from this that 
Edwin Booth first appeared on the stage as 
Tressel in “ Richard III.,” at the Boston 
Museum, September 10, 1841), before he 
was 10. 
Edwin visited California three 
years later, when there was no decent 
theater id San Francisco. 
A t Sacramento 
he personated Jaffier to his father’s Pierre

imitation of Cordova leather, and is said to 
be so effective in its purpose as to promise 
competition with textile fabrics for up­ 
holstery work. 
Special poisons are secreted by the toad, 
salamander, newt, frog, etc.

Bert has collected a liquid from the glands 
on the neck of the frog which caused the 
death, with convulsions, of a sparrow to 
which the Bubatance had been adminis­

Some observations were lately made in a 
balloon by M. de Fouvicle on an cpaque 
cloud winch covered the region of Paris tor 
several days. 
The cloud was hardly 300 
meters thick. 
The upper part of the guide 
rope was covered with hoar-frost. 
The 
mean tem perature of the cloud was 5°. 
i 
It is stated that in Mexico wooden rail­ 
way ties cost about $1 50 apiece, and that 
some of them laid on the Mexican National 
Railway last May are now decayed and un­ 
safe. 
It is said th at it has been found 
cheaper to order iron ties, worth $3 each, 
from England, than to use wooden ones. 
In coppering cast-iron M. W eil uses a 
bath of copper sulphate rendered strongly 
alkaline with an orgauic acid added to pre­ 
vent the precipitation of copper oxide. To 
effect the same object MM. Mignou and 
Rouatt employ a distinctly acid solution of 
a double salt of copper aud any alkali with 
an organic acid. 
To harden steel take two teaspoonfuls of 
water, one-half teaspoonful of flour and one 
of salt. 
Heat the steel enough to coat it 
with the paste by immersicg it in the com­ 
position, after which heat it to a cherry 
red and plunge it into soft water. 
If prop­ 
erly done the steel will come out with a 
beautiful white surface. 
The Munster Zeitwuj recommends 
ir. 
preference to the treatm ent of glue with 
nitric acid the following : 
So-called gela­ 
tine is dissolved in the water bath in its 
own weight of strong vinegar, a quarter 
part of alcohol and a very liftle alum. This 
glue remains liquid when cold, and is much 
used for cementing mother-of-pearl, horn, 
etc., upon wood or metal. 
A new and interesting proof that the 
earth is round has been presented by M. 
Dufour in a paper recently read before the 
Helvetic Society of N atural Sciences. 
In 
calm weather the images of distant objects 
reflected in the Lake of Geneva showed 
just exactly the same degree of distortion 
which calculation would predict through 
taking into consideration the figure of the 
earth. 
- 
Mineral-tanned leather is impervious to 
water, and is said to be much more durable 
than leather prepared in the ordinary man­ 
ner. 
Tests have been made which show 
that belts of mineral tanned leather are not 
only 3 0 per cent, cheaper, but are stronger 
than common belts. 
The mineral process 
of tanning is reported to have been intro­ 
duced into eight tanneries in Germany. 
If a piece of iron appears to have an un 
sound weld, or if it has a crack apparent 
upon its surface, and it is desired to know 
how deep it penetrates, heat the part tobe 
tested to a red heat and pour a fine stream 
of water on the faulty spot, but mainly on 
one side of it, and the iron on th at fide 
will lose its redness more rapidly than the 
other side and plainly indicate how deeply 
the defect extends.

The passage of the E Imunds bill, taken 
in connection w ith several good, stout ex­ 
hibitions of backbone by Governor Murray, 
will tend to bring things to a head in Utah 
at an early date. 
The Mormons have al­ 
ways been in the habit of deciding by joint 
session of the Legislature who should oc­ 
cupy several fat offices in the Territory, 
which, under the Organic Act, the Gov­ 
ernor had the right to fill by appointment, 
Eubject to the confirmation of the Legisla­ 
ture. This prerogative, however, has never, 
until this year, been exercised by the Gov­ 
ernors of Utah, they either being ignorant 
of their own rights, or careful to conciliate 
the polygamous Legislature. 


Mu r r a y ’s 
b o m b s h e l l . 
The day before the close of the session 
the Legislature in joint session elected a 
number of officers, among w hich were a 
Chancellor and twelve R-gents of the Des­ 
eret University. 
The next day the Gov­ 
ernor Bent in a new batch of nominations, 
lie allowed the Chancellor of the Uni­ 
versity to remain as appointed by the Mor­ 
mons, but named eight leading Gentiles on 
the Board of Regents. 
When his message 
was received it almost paralyzed the le g ­ 
islature. 
W hen read iu the Council Cham­ 
ber it was received by a painful spell of si­ 
lence, which lasted several minutes. 
Old 
Erastu3 Snow then moved for an executive 
¡ session, and Daniel Wells rushed to the 
telephone to call President John Taylor 
from the Amelia Palace. Iu a few moments 
the room was cleared to make way for the 
High Priests of 
the Tabernacle. 
The 
executive stssicu lasted four hours, during 
which time a set of resolutions was passed 
which treated the Governor’s act as an un­ 
warranted and unprecedented assumption 
of power. 
The new point made was that 
previous Governors not having exercised 
the privileges conferred by the Organic 
Act, it was highly out of place for the 
present Governor to do it, and that the 
nominations w ould thertfore receive no a t­ 
tention. 


TH E DESERET U NIVERSITY. 
In the appropriation bill was an item of 
$15,000 for the extension of the Deaeret 
U niversity, aud 840,000 for “ public build­ 
ings,” a vague sort of cloak for any steal 
which might be considered as expedient 
at some future time, cither in the shape of 
building Mormon scbool-houses or furnish­ 
ing the interior of Taylor’s harem. 
The 
Governor, in his message on the appropria­ 
tion bill, stated that on receiving a guaran­ 
tee th at the University would not teach 
any sectarian doctrines, he would sign the 
bill, and this the Legislature refused to 
do, and are now howling about the attem pt 
on 
the 
part 
of 
the 
Governor 
to 
crush 
a 
“ well-deserving 
educational 
institution.” 
The 
facts 
of 
the case 
are 
that 
the 
Deseret 
University 
is in the hands of Mormon polygamistp, 
who look upon a thorough knowledge of 
the doctrines and covenants as the first 
step in the direction of knowledge. 
All 
the teachers and professors are Mormons, 
except the Professor of Chemistry, there 
being no one in the church capable of 
filling the bill. 
The joke of the thing is 
th at while the Mormons aim to make good 
Latter Bay Saints of the pupil?, not a 
single graduate of the institution is cow in 
the church, aud Mayor Jennings recently 
remarked that the university' wa3 of na 
use to the church, as “ education seems to 
have made apostates of all the graduates.” 


TH E EDMUNDS B ILL , 
W hich disfranchises the polygamists of 
Utah, will place the political control of 
the Territory in the hands of the Gen­ 
tiles and the young aud liberal Mormon 
element, who have always been ready to 
form a coalition, if they could see the 
slightest chance of success. 
W ith the old 
fossils of the priesthood out of office, there 
wilt follow, as a natural result, a political 
regeneration which will result iu the next 
Legislature being a combination of Gentiles 
and monogamistic Mormons. 
The m atter 
rests a great deal with the Commission, 
and the majority of Gentiles are strongly 
in favor of a fair-minded, unprejudiced, 
tolerant body of men, who will make the 
changes in local self-government gradually, 
so th at anything like turmoil, confusion 
or hard feeling can, as 
far 
as 
pos­ 
sible 
and 
practicable, 
bs 
avoided. 
There is no desire to takeanuDdue advant­ 
age of the powers conferred by the Ed­ 
munds bill. 
W’ith proper political man- 
agi mcnt the Church can be split clean in 
two. 
Simply extending the hand of good- 
fellowship and conciliation to the young 
ueople of the Church, and the lukewarm 
and discontented class who repndiato polyg­ 
amy, a combination can easily be formed 
which 
would 
entirely 
counteract 
the 
influence the priests have so long had over 
the piople. 
The bill not only givts sub­ 
stantial backing to the GcntileB, but to 
restless backsliding Mormons as well, who 
now have a good excuse for not embraciog 
the obnoxious tenets of polygamy, which 
have been constantly crammed dowD their 
throats since Young’s revelation on the 
subject. 


' 
MORMON TACTICS. 
All over the Territory the various office­ 
holders are resigning, under orders from 
the Church. 
Most of them are polyga­ 
mists, and thc-ir places are being filled, by 
appointment, by monogamists, who stand 
well with the Church. 
Thus, when the 
bill goes into effect, the Mormons will cun­ 
ningly assert th at its provisions do not ap­ 
ply to aay one in office, and advance as an 
argument that polygamy is ao little prac- 
tictd in Utah that not a single polygamist 
was in office when the bill took effect. 
Until these resignations took place three- 
fourths of all the elected office-holders of 
the Territory were dyed-in-the-wool polyg­ 
amists. 


TH E RUSH FOR TH E ENDOW MENT VAT. 
On Thursday last the biggest business 
ever known in the Endowment House was 
transacted, and many leading Mormons 
took fresh wives, as they think they 
should make hay while the sun shines and 
get all they can out of polygamy before 
the bill goes into effect. 
The Speaker of 
the House is mentioned as one who em­ 
braced these opportunities on Thursday 
last. 
A new assortment of fair-haired En­ 
glish women which arrived last week have 
all been snapped up, and those not sup­ 
plied with new wives are anxiously waiting 
for the next steamer to land at Castle 
Garden. 


AT TH E TABERNACLE. 
Yesterday there was a vast concourse of 
people at the Tabernacle, many being 
drawn to 
the spot expecting to 
hear 
the Apostles hurl anathemas at the United 
States Government. 
On the previous Sun­ 
day, just before tbe passage of the E d ­ 
munds bill, they were bitter and defiant; 
but yesterday they changed the tune to 
tha whine which is always adopted when 
they are in a 
corner. 
The preachers 
talked of their oppressions and privations, 
and assured their hearers that if they just 
let thins9 goon the holy arm of God would 
be laid bare, and some dreadful calamity 
would fall upon Congress and the Ameri­ 
can people, which would be a special mark 
of God’s vengeance, after which Christ 
would appear in ail bis glory and take up 
his permanent residence in Utah. 


BRH1HAM COMINO. 
A few weeks ago an inventive genius in 


Omaha telegraphed a sensational yarn to 
the Chicago Times to the effeot that Brig­ 
ham’s funeral was all a hoax and the jib 
put up with * view to Brigham’s reappear­ 
ing in the place at some lively crisis of 
Mormon affairs. 
W hile the leading Mor­ 
mons know, as well as they know anything, 
that the banes of the Prophet lie under 
five tons of solid granite, the idea to them 
of his resurrection is a particularly happy 
one, and when the ignorant masses in the 
southern portion of the territory make 
inquiries about the m atter, they are an­ 
swered with a series of mysterious looks 
which have all the effect desired, and 
there are thousands of confidtng people ir; 
U:ah who expect that “ Old Brig.” will 
come to the front at any time, bringing 230 
pounds of his flabby anatomy along w ith 
mm.

eggs, three cups sugar, sn.ai! cup butter, 
one cup sweet milk, four small cups flour, 
half a cup corn xtarch, two teaspoons 
baking-powder sifted thoroughly w ith the 
flour, lemon to taste. 
Steamed Oysters —Wa»b and drain one 
quart select oysters, put in p.an and place 
in steamer over boiling water, cover and 
steam till oysters are plump, w ith edges 
ruffled ; place in a heated di?h. with but­ 
ter, pepper, salt and lemon, aud serve. 
Cocoanut P i.d d im :.—Remove tbe shell 
and the brown skin from the m e a t; grate 
line, mix with the grated pulp of one cocoa- 
nut three ounces w nite auear and half the 
grat- d peel of a lemon, add miik for two 
pies, put it into t.ois lined with paste, and 
bake it not too brown.' 
S o ft GrNOERltRKAD.— One cup of sugar, 
one cup of butter, one cun of sour cream, 
one cup of molas«es, four cups of sifted 
flour, one tablcspoocful of 
ginger, two 
tablespoonfuls of soda, the grated rind of 
one lemon, three eggs avcll beaten ; stir the 
butter and sugar together, tt;en add eggs, 
milk and flour. 
R oast Beep a la F uancaisk —Take a 
rib of beef entirely boned ; season the. in­ 
side and tie it up w ith some slices of fat 
pork. 
To be sure th at it is properly 
cooked, place a raw potato, peeled, at each 
end ; as soon as they yield to tbe finger the 
beef is cooked a la Fraucaise. 
If you wish 
it a l’Anglaise, 
thirty-five minutes will 
roast it sufficiently. 
Reduce a little broth 
without salt and throw it over. 
Garnish 
with water cresses. 
O yster P ickle? — Choose the largest 
oyBters, put over a gentle fire in their own 
liquor, add a small bit of butter, sim­ 
mer for two or three minutes, aud, when 
plump and white, takeout with a skimmer 
into a flat dish ; take of their own liquor 
half enough to cover, add as much more of 
best cider vinegar, and heat ; pnt a layer 
of oysters in a stone jar, strew over a palt- 
spoonful of ground mace, a few doves, 
some sllspice and pepper, then oysters and 
spice till all are used. 
Then pour over 
them the hot liquor and set away ia a cool 
place. 
They may be used iu a day or two, 
but will remain aood for months if kept 
cool. 
F rosting.—Beat the whites 
of 
two 
eggs to a stiff froth, and gradually half a 
pound best pulverized sugar ; beat well for 
at least half an hour ; flavor with lemon 
or vanilla for fruit cake or with rose, 
pineapple or almond for white cake. 
If 
the cake is rough or brown when baked, 
dust with a little fl.«ur, cut off all loose 
particles with a cloth, rub on the frosting, 
pouring it arour-d the center of the cake, 
and smooth off n3 quiekiy as possible with 
a knife. 
If tue frosting is rather stiff, dip 
the knife in cold water. 
It is better to 
frost while the cake is still warm. 
Set in 
a warm oven f ji the frosting to harden.

What have 
you done ? What bave you answered?” 
“ Answered? Nothing. Sent the mes­ 
senger empty away,” I laughed. 
Frank sprang to his feet in consternation. 
“ Good heavens, Nonsuch, what a fool you 
are ! Upon my honor, I had no hand in it. 
The note is from his Grace himself. How 
can yon have doubted ? Send round at 
once and get out of the scrape if you can.

a mistake. But don’t spoil yonr chance 
and tell me it’s my fault.”

The marked coolness of hiB manner did 
not escape me. Still, the vexations seqnel, 
a few days hence, took me completely by 
surprise. I received a courteous but dis­ 
tinct intimation that, after a certain period, 
my services would no longer be required.

The absorption of food by the root 
is of the utmost importance to the plant, 
and a function which the root is, by its 
delicacy of structure, rapid growth in 
length, and great amount of surface ex­ 
posed, well qualified to perform. 
The 
young roots are more delicate, and hence 
better adapted for the absorption of liquids 
than the older ones. 
It was commonly 
thought that absorption took place through 
the extremities of the roots, or the spongi- 
oles, as they’ were termed. 
The root tips 
have not the power of taking up liquids, 
but all other of the younger parts 
and tender surface textures of the roots 
are 
constantly 
absorbing 
nutriment. 
In some perennial plants the older 
roots acquire a sort of corky coat­ 
ing or cnticle which is impervious 
to liquids, and which practically prevents 
them from performing any nutritive func­ 
tions. The length of the root or the dis­ 
tance in a direct line from its extremity to 
the base of the stem canuot be taken as a 
just criterion of its efficiency. 
A root 
much shorter, hut which has more lateral 
branches, may present a much larger sur­ 
face to the soil, and hence have a greater 
absorptive power. The aggregate absorb­ 
ing surface should always be taken into 
account when comparing the relative iffi 
cieney of roots. The growth of roots is 
controlled largely by the composition aud 
tilth of the medium or soil in which they 
are buried. Iu poor soils, a sand-bed for 
instance, the routs are very long, slender 
aud almost thread-like, and have no, or but 
very few, lateral branches. In this case 
the root has been obliged to penetrate to a 
great distance in order to find enough nu­ 
tritive matter to maintain the life aud 
growth of the plant. In moderate good 
soil 
TIIE MAIN ROOTS 
Are much shorter, with the lateral roots 
much more numerous. If the soil is ex­ 
ceptionally rich, just in proportion will be 
the multiplication of rootlets. 
Masses of 
manure, if in reach of the roots, are soon 
covered with a complete mass of rootlets. 
The greatest development of the roots al­ 
ways takes place in the immediate vicinity 
oi the nutritive matter. If a stratum of 
clay or sand be interposed between the 
plant and a clod of manure, the roots will 
be fibrous and attenuated while going 
through this unfertile stratum, but as soon 
as the manure is reached they multiply and 
ramify almost indefinitely until they have 
absoroed and transmitted through their 
siender channels all of the available nour- 
ishmtnt. Although no very definite rela­ 
tion exists between the foliage of a tree 
and the position of its roots, yet there 
appears to be some connection between 
the development cf foliage on a given side 
of the tree and the development of the 
corresponding roots. 
It is surprising 
and 
not 
generally 
known 
how 
large a quantity of 
roots is put 
forth by many plants. No adequate idea 
of their number or length can be obtained 
by pulling up a plant, evea though it be in 
a very loose and friabic soil. Schubert 
made an exhaustive set of expt-rimeats on 
this tubjact, and met with astonishing re­ 
suits. His method was to excavate a per­ 
pendicular cut as deep as he wished to go, 
and then to wash away and remove the 
dirt by turning a gentle stream of water 
9gainst it. By this means the mass of the 
roots were laid bare and left intact. He 
found the roots of rye, beaus and garden 
peas to present the appearance of a mat or 
felt of white fibers to the depth of four 
feet. Forty-seven days after sowing he 
found the root9 of wiDter-gown wheat at a 
depth of seven feet, and roots of winter- 
sown clover or colza were from three to 
four feet long. He found the roots of one- 
year-old clover at the depth of 3.5 feet, 
while the depth of roots of two-year old 
clover was only six inches more. He gives 
the relative amount of roots to the whole 
plant, in the dry staliiB, of winter wheat, 
—examined the last of April and again a 
month later—to be respectively 40 and 22 
per cent.; of rye examined in April, 
as 34 per cent., and 
peas, 
four 
weeks after sowing, and again at blos­ 
soming as 44 and 24 per cent, of dry weight. 
We thus see that the relative propor­ 
tion of roots decreases with the age of the 
plant. This is caused, not by the falling 
off in the growth of the roots, but by the 
much greater corresponding development 
of the stem during the latter stages of 
growth. Hellnegtl also made a number of 
experiments on the roots of the grains. He 
found that from 20 to 30 roots branch out 
from the base of the stem, and, as Johnson 
says, “ observed that these roots at their 
point of issue have a diameter of .04 of an 
inch, but a little lower their diameter di­ 
minishes to about .01 of an inch. Retain­ 
ing this diameter, they pass downward, di­ 
viding snd branching, to a certain depth. 
From these main roots branch oat inumer- 
able side roots, which branch again, and so 
on, filling every crevice and pore of the 
soil.” By weighing the lengths of selected 
average portions, and then comparing their 
weights with the weight of the entire 
mass of roots he was enabled to calculate 
approximately 
THE LENGTH OF THE ROOT.-?. 
By this means he fourd the length of 
the roots of a vigorous barley plant to be 
128 Rhenish feet, and of an oat plant 180 
Rhenish feet. As one would snppose 
might be the case, he found that the ag­ 
gregate length of the roots was influenced 
by the quality of the soil. In one case, 
in rich, porous garden soil, he found the 
length to be 12S feet, while the roots of 
the same kind of a plant grown in a 
coarser and more compact soil only fur­ 
nished 80 feet of roots. In most cases it 
is ouly with the aid of the microscope that 
we can appreciate the real absorbent sur­ 
faces of roots. The roots of some plants— 
onions and other bulbs—are fibrous, per­ 
fectly smooth and unbranched throughout. 
Other plants have roots which are numer­ 
ously branched, and which branches are 
covered with minute root hairs, often im­ 
perceptible to the naked eye. These root- 
taairs are cylindrical elongations of the 
external root cells, and when their super­ 
ficial area is taken into account it is found 
that the amount of root surface exposed 
to the soil is almost incredibly large. 
During the accumn!ationof the corky layer 
of impervious matter, previously spoken 
of, many of the older roots lose their 
root hairs and also the power of absorbing 
liquids. These root hairs are more numer­ 
ous on roots growing in poor soil than on 
those growing on better boíL This is owing 
to the greater amount of absorption sur­ 
face required to gather the requisite 
amount of plant food. The roots of those 
plants which bave no root hairs are gene­ 
rally of considerable thickness, white, and 
retain their delicate texture and power of 
absorption throughout the whole time that 
the plant derives its nutriment from the 
soil. The hairless roots are farther com­ 
pensated by the greater number of 
rootlets, which perish before hardening, 
and give place to new and yonng rootlets. 
The function of the root hairs and root­ 
lets is to briDg the root into the most inti­ 
mate relation with the soil, thus facilitat­ 
ing the process of absorption through the 
roots. The root hairs are often found in­ 
separably attached to particles of soil 
which cannot, by mechauical means, be 
freed from them without breaking the 
root hairs. In other cases 


THE ROOT HAIRS, 
On meeting some obstruction, have grown 
round and partially enveloped particles of 
the soil. 
The roots not only imbibe 
water, but they actually force it up into 
aud through the stem. 
This force is 
much greater than is generally supposed. 
It cm be ascertained by fastening a pres 
sure gauge to the upper portion of the 
root of a plant, and then immersing the 
roots iu water. In an experiment made 
by Hales, over a century ago, in which 
he attached the gauge to the stump of a 
grapevine during the spring flow of the 
sap, he got a rise of the mercury to a 
hight of 32 J inches in the tube. In other 
words, the imbibing force of the roofs 
was equal to the pressure of a column of 
water 3G 5 feet high, or a little grea r 
than the barometric pressure of the air. 
In another set of experiments made by 
Hoffmeister, the mercury was forced to a 
higbt o! 6 inches by ihe roots of a bean 
plant, 14 inches by the absorption power 
of the roots of the nettle, and 20 inches 
by that of the roots of a gra cvine, It 
was found that the rise of mercury in the 
tube was inversely proportional to the 
length of stem attache t to the roots ; 
that is, the greater the length of stem the 
less the hight of the mercury. This shows 
conclusively that the structure of stem 
obstructs the upward flow of thq sap in. 
stead of aiding it, by the force of cspd- 
larity, as is often sujipoBed. The seat of 
tiiia 
ABSORPTIVE FORCE 
Seems to reside in the young and active 
roots and rootlets, and near, but not at, 
their extremities. In general the a'cs rp- 
tive power may be said to reside in th. se 
parts of the roots which are supplied with 
root hairs. It is most active when the 
growth of the plant is greater, and hence | 
when the roots arc in the state of most ' 
rapid development. This leads to the con- ¡ 
elusion that the absorptive power of the j 
roots vary with the different seasons and I 
conditions of growth. This imbibing power 
is so great as some times to force the water 
through the leaves of newly sprouted plants 
with sufficient energy to cause it to exu le 
from the extreme tip in little droplets, 
ihe spring flow of sap in the Su_;ar maple 
and water elm are striking illustrations 
of the absorptive power of roots as well as 
the iiiilu- ncing conditions of vegetable 
growth. 
The tf-niperature exercises a 
very marked influence on the absorptive 
power of roots; aud the manifestation of 
this power is no doubt influenced by the 
amount of mcis ure contained in the soil. 
The nutritive matt .r required by the plant 
and existing iu a slate cf solution in the 
soil, is carritd up iu the liquids imbibed 
by the roots. This process is not simply a 
mechanical transportation by the roots, 
but they, on the other hand, have a sort of 
selective power, and generally absorb only 
such water as is needful to the plant. If 
the roots of a plant be immersed in a solu­ 
tion of some chemical salt, the solution 
will, in the course of time, give an alkaline 
reaction with test paper. This change 
from a neutral solution to one having de­ 
cidedly alkaline properties, ia explained 
by the fact that the root decomposes the 
salt into its constituent acid and base, aud 
'by its selective power takes up a larger 
amount of acid than base. Tnis process, 
when carried on long enough, renders the 
solution basic, or if the base be one of the 
alkali basis, will render it alkaline. 
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RELIGIOUS INTELLIGENCE. 
A short t:me ago the Prado Monastery 
in Lima was entered by a gang of forty 
scoundrels at an early hour of the morning 
when the nuns were all asleep. The poor 
inmates were made prisoners in their cells, 
and the robbers proceeded to take every­ 
thing of value possessed by the monastery, 
including the relics on the altars. 
No 
trace of the thieves has been discovered. 
The temperance reformers of Bristol, 
England, took a census of drinking saloon 
attendance on a recent .Saturday night, and 
ascertained that between 7 and 11 o’clock 
54 074 men, 36,803 women and 13.415 
children entered the public hcutes and 
beer sliop3 of Bristol, making a total of 
104,557. or half of the total population. 
The First Baptist Church of Minneapolis, 
Minn., was organized March 5, 1853, in a 
cabin on the open prairie, with ten mem­ 
bers. Since then six more Baptist churches 
have been formed by offshoots from it, and 
it now conducts two large missions, which 
are almost ready to became independent 
societies. 
An organization was formed last week 
iu Boston which is intended to become the 
nucleus of a laree club of Unitarian lay­ 
men, and to hold toward the Unitarian de­ 
nomination a position similar to that held 
toward their respective churches by the 
Congregational Club and the Baptist So­ 
cial Union. 
There is a rumor at Avignon, according 
to the Monitcur, of the contemplated re­ 
turn of the Papacy to the city, which 
remained under its allegiance till after 
1789. Mysterious visitors from Italy have 
minutely examined the edifices formerly 
occupied by the Papal Court. 
The money needed for the establishment 
of a new Episcopal diocese within the 
bounds of the present diocese of Central 
Pennsylvania has been subscribed. Over 
$30,0C0 has been pledged for the new’ See, 
to be erected out of the Convocation of 
Williamsport. 
For the first time in twpnty-eight years 
Christ Church, New Haven, is without a 
rector. The Rev. Joseph Brewster, who 
took charge of it in 1S54, has tendered his 
resignation on account of ill-health, and it 
has been reluctantly accepted by his par­ 
ishioners. 
The Rev. George C. Miln has decided, 
after all, not to ¡five up the pulpit of the 
Unity Church, Chicago, (Unitarian,) for 
the bar, his congregation having voted him 
perfect liberty to say in his sermons what­ 
ever he wishes. 
The revival moveav nl which originated 
in St. Paul’s Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Cincinnati, under the ministrations of Mr. 
Harrison, haB extended to nearly all the 
churches in tha' city and its suburbs. 
The Centennial Methodist Mission at 
Lucknow, India, is reported to he in a 
prosperous condition. The present num­ 
ber of pupils is 
115. comprising 5S 
Christians, 44 Hindoos and 14 Mohamme­ 
dans. 
The New England Methodist Historical 
Society proposes to establish an historical 
magazine in which are to be published im­ 
portant facts concerning Methodism in 
New England in the past.

THE PANAMA CANiL. 


News from the Isthm usof Panama about 
the p ro g ress of the Lesseps canal is uot a 
little conflicting. 
Captain Meade, of the 
United States steamer Vandalia, has w rit­ 
ten to tha Secretary of the Navy to the 
effect that the cai-al company has been 
quietly at work preparing for the gigantic 
task before it, and has accomplished a large 
amount of preliminary work. 
He says the 
entire line has been cleared of underbrush 
for a width of about 300 yards, and that 
the company, has erected stations and 
villages for its laborers all along the line. 
He, however, states th at the machinery 
which has been brought from Europe is for 
the most part clumsy and antiquated, and 
th at it will bo necessary to obtain better 
kinds from the United States. 
On the 
other hand the Isthmus correspondent of 
the New York World gives a very gloomy 
account of the condition of the enterprise, 
says that disease and death have decim­ 
ated the officers and workmen, th at the 
penuriousness of the company has denied 
them sufficient accommodations, th at hun­ 
dreds of laborers have lately been dis­ 
charged, or have left of their own accord, 
th a t the last call for an installm ent of the 
capital was only responded to to the amount 
of 50 per cent., that the financial embarrass­ 
m ent of the company is evident on every 
hand, that practioally very little or scarcely 
anything has thus far been done, and that 
the preliminaries have not been arranged at 
all completely. 
He further states that the 
whole line across the Isthmus is found to 
be swarming with the most deadly snakes, 
insects and reptiles, that the malaria is 
frightfully fatal, that the engineers die like 
■heep with the rot, th at the hardiest 
laborers cannot stand tho climate, that the 
machinery is nearly all useless, that every­ 
body is working at cross-purposes, and 
th a t there is no ground for expecting any 
important progress for a long time to come, 
if ever. 
The readbr can take the mem 
of these statements, and adjust his con­ 
clusions accordingly. 
The general proba­ 
bility appears that tho work on the canal 
has proved very much more difficult than 
was anticipated, and th at tha money for 
oacrying it on has come in much more 
Alowly than was expected. 


JOSEPH 
COOK IN 
INDIA. 


YVe have received fuller details of the 
discreditable conduct of Joseph Cook, of 
Boston 
Monday Lecture notoriety, in 
India, and as these details have not yet 
appeared in the American press, a state­ 
ment of them may interest our readers. 
It appears th at Cook lectured at Poona to 
a Hindoo audience, and th at at the close 
of his lecture he insisted on reciting the 
Lord’s Prayer. 
A missionary present re­ 
marked that it was not desirable to offer a 
prayer before non-Christians, but Cook 
persisted, and said th at as he had followed 
his own way in Bombay he would do so 
here, too. 
The missionary who had first 
spoken (named Rivington) then brutally 
observed th at to offer a prayer in such an 
audience would be “ casting pearls before 
“ swine.” 
This called out another mis­ 
sionary in defense of the Hindoos, who, as 
may easily be supposed, were considerably 
incensed at the offensive references to 
them. 
Cook 
had 
previously had the 
audacity to threaten his audience with the 
police iu case any of them expressed dis 
approval of his statements, and as freedom 
of opinion is perm itted in ludia, this im­ 
pudent menace from a stranger and an 
alien was not calculated to render him 
popular. 
The Chairman advised him not 
to offer the prayer, and he then proceeded 
to denounce the Chairman, and to declare 
th at he “ set his authority at naught.” 
The Chairman, an English official of posi­ 
tion at Pooua, then declared the meeting 
adjourned, and the audience went away, 
leaving Cook fumiDg on the platform. 
A 
native Poona newspaper observes that 
“ the whole spectacle was disgraceful to a 
“ degree, and the meeting dispersed at 
“ once without Mr. Cook being allowed to 
“ pray.” 
Cook, however, went through India trail 
ing his coat, so to speak, and he found 
plenty of people ready to jump on it 
While at Bombay, and before going to 
Poona, he delivered a lecture in which he 
fell foul of the Theosophical Society, aud 
in which he was base enough to revamp 
some stale and exploded slanders against 
Colonel O’cott and Madam Blavatsky. His 
treatm ent of the purposes of the Theo­ 
sophical Society, his vaunts on behalf of 
Christianity, and his libelous statements 
about the founders of the Theosophical 
Society, had disagreeable consequences for 
him, and in fact compelled his ignominious 
and disgraceful retirement from India. 
In 
the first place he received a formal chal­ 
lenge to a public debate from the venerable 
leader of the Arya Somaj, the Pandit Day- 
anad Sarasvati Swami, who wrote to him as 
follows : “ Sir : In yonrpnblic lectures you 
“ have affirmed (1), That Christianity is of 
“ divine origin ; (2) That it is destined to 
“ overspread the earth ; (3) That no other 
“ religion is of divine origin. 
In reply, I 
“ maintain th at neither of these proposi- 
“ tions are true. 
If you are prepared to 
“ make them good, and not ask the people 
“ of Aryavasta to accept your statem ents 
“ without proof, I will be happy to meet 
“ you for discussion. I name next Sunday 
“ evening, etc.” 
A t the same time Cook 
received letters from Madam Blavatsky 
and Colonel Olcott, demanding the retrac­ 
tion of his slanders, and challenging him to 
discussion. 
But he evidently did not 
want any discussion. 
S j long as he ccula 
dogmatize from bis pulpit he was ready to 
continue the game, but when he was re­ 
quired to make good his reckless state­ 
ments he Bhowed himself neither a brave 
nor an honorable man. 
In a word, he slipped away with a 
n ean and transparent excuse, and went to 
! Poona, where more hot water awaited 
h rn, as we 
have shown. 
Then Cap­ 
tain Banon, of the British army, took 
up the cause of Madam Blavatsky and 
Colonel Oicott, and all three followed Cook 
to Poona. 
Captain Banon at once wrote 
h m a letter stating the facts, and demand­ 
ing th at Cook should meet Colonel Olcott 
before the Poona public, and make good 
his charges. 
“ If you decline,” proceeded 
the Captain, “ I shall post you as a coward 
“ and a slanderer.” 
B ut Cook did decline. 
He could Dot substantiate the calumnies 
he had been so willing to repeat at the in­ 
stigation of some of his cowardly mission­ 
ary friends, but he was too unmanly to ad­ 
m it that he had done wrong. 
He appears 
to have thought th at he would be able to 
dragoon not only the Hindoos and the 
British residents, but his own countrymen 
in India, and to have ridden through the 
lecture field with a loose rein, hitting every 
head he saw, whether native or otherwise. 
His shameful behavior at Bombay and 
Poona, however, completed the ruin of his 
never-substantial reputation. 
I t is a per­ 
fectly safe assertion th at no competent 
critic ever rose from a perusal of his Boston 
Monday Lectures without a complete con­ 
viction that their author was a bumptious, 
self-sufficient, 
shallow 
charlatan, 
who 
possesed no real 
grasp of 
any of the 
subjects he discussed, but had simply 
“ crammed ” on them for the purposes of 
his lectures. 
His dieciples were the Bos­ 
ton gobemouches and the intellectual “ tca- 
“ derfeet ” of the theological seminaries. 
He went to India with a flourish of 
trum pets. 
He was going to bear down all 
opposition. 
He was going to astonish the 
Pandits with the culture of Boston. 
The 
only scintilla of wisdom he showed during 
his expedition, however, was in slipping 
away from the Saraswati Swami, for the 
latter would unquestionably have demol­ 
ished him so effectually that it would have 
been as hard to hold an inquest ou the re­ 
mains as though he had been through a 
dynamite explosion. 
Such sm attercrs and 
brawling fellows will do well to keep out of 
India, for the Hindoo I’andita are formid­ 
able customers in controversy, as many a 
Protestant Bishop and Catholic priest have 
found to their cost. 
And this is why 
Christianity does not and never can make 
any progress in India. 
Because its cham­ 
pions always and inevitably goMown before 
the Hindoo doctors. 
It is an unequal con­ 
test ; antiquity and fullness of knowledge 
against juvenility and parvenu sciolism 
Joseph Cook has had his comb cut to the 
quick in the land which he thought would 
be the scene of his great triumph. 
No 
doubt he will continue to be impudent and 
untruthful when he returns, but it will re­ 
main a fact that he has done evil and not 
good to the cause he so presumptuously 
undertook to uphold against better men 
and deeper students than himself. 


GOVERNOR STANFORD AND VITICULTURE. 


We are glad to hear that Governor Stan­ 
ford is about to engage iu the cultivation 
of the vine on a somewhat extensive scale, 
for we hope that the viticultural interest 
oí California will derive important benefits 


from this undertaking. 
It is one of the 
greatest advantages of such wealth as he 
possesses, to be able to work out industrial 
and other problems which demand heavy 
investments, and which are in so unde­ 
veloped a state as not to permit of their 
leisurely exploitation by men of restricted 
means. 
Governor Stanford has already 
conferred signal benefits npon this State 
by his experiments in the breeding of 
horses at Palo Alto, and if he deals in the 
same large way with the vineyard ques­ 
tion he 
will 
nndoubtedly 
accomplish 
equally im portant results. 
And the time 
is propitious for just this kind of enter­ 
prise. 
Wine-growiDg in California may 
be said to have emerged from its first 
crude period, during which little more 
could be said tliap th at it was possible to 
make wine out of some of our grapes, but 
very little of which wine was drinkable. 
Much injury was done at this time by the 
ridiculous attem pts of some feeble-minded 
but patriotic persons, to bully the world 
into accepting our crude vinous experi­ 
ments as really good wine. 
Of course 
this was a fiat failuie, and it caused a mis­ 
chievous reaction, expressed in the con­ 
clusion th at California wine was hope­ 
lessly bad. 
Gradually, however, improve­ 
ment 
proceeded. 
Our 
pioneer 
wine­ 
makers, who had been puffed up at first 
by the inconsiderate praises of the afore­ 
said weak-minded persons, were chastised 
by the rough reception they encountered 
in the outside world, and realized that 
they must amend theic methods before tha* 
world would accept their wines. 
A t first 
they had proceeded in a haphazard way. 
Vines were planted anywhere and evtry- 
where. 
Graftings were made in the most 
unscientific manner. 
The wine wa3 manu­ 
factured in the most primitive and slovenly 
way. 
The 
general 
result was a full­ 
bodied, strongly alcoholic wine, with a 
disagreeable, earthy after-taste. 
It was 
too strong to drink, and most of it was 
also too nasty for cultivated 
palates. 
But when the phylloxera fell upon the 
French vineyards, and it became evident 
th at a really great opening for California 
wines was about to be made, u fresh in ­ 
terest was taken in viticulture, more cap­ 
ital and care were put into it, and our 
vine-growers began to travel abroad for 
ideas, and to apply the latest results of 
European experience in their vineyards. 
The State V iticultural Society, under the 
able and energetic management o£ Charles 
W etmore, gave a new impetus to the busi­ 
ness, and guided it into the right channels ; 
but still there was needed the help which 
can be given in no other way so well as by 
a wealthy man whoso aim is to develop 
the utm ost possibilities of the grape in Cal­ 
ifornia, without regard to the immediate 
return of any profit upon his productions. 
There can be no doubt th at this is also 
the soundest business, as Governor Stan­ 
ford has already showed at Palo Alto. 
If, for example, he can, by the expendi­ 
ture of even so large a capital as $500,000, 
bring into existence a vineyard capable of 
producing wine which will compare favor­ 
ably with the higher class of French vint­ 
ages, it is clear that he will have created 
a property the ultim ate value of which 
will certainly be so great as to yield a 
handsome return upon the whole of the 
investment. 
The incidental benefit to 
the viticultural interest will be very great, 
moreover. 
Governor Stanford’s experi­ 
mente, though paid for with his money, 
will be at the service of the whole S ate, 
and the poor vineyardists, who could not 
themselves afford to make such experi­ 
ments, will 
reap 
these 
benefits 
gra­ 
tuitously. 
The time, we have said, is 
peculiarly propitious for this adventure, 
for California wiDes have attained just 
so much vogue abroad th at by advancing 
in quality they may assure their position, 
wnile by retrograding they may lose their 
standing entirely, aud be relegated to the 
ignible function of supplying the base 
for fabricated French vintages. 
And it 
must be realized that a great deal remains 
to be done before our wines will justify 
boasting. 
A t present we have a few* 
brands which are praiseworthy, the Zin* 
fandel heading the scanty list. 
W e must, 
however, have a much better wine than 
Zmfandel before we can talk seriously of 
supplanting the vineyards of France, and 
in creating these high-class wines Governor 
Stanford has a very im portant mission to 
fulfill. 
I t will be a m atter of patience, 
purse, constant and 
diversified experi­ 
ment, and skilled workmanship. 
Vines 
cannot be hurried into the production 
of an improved grape, nor can new and 
crude wines be hniried into excellence 
by any mechanical devices. 
Time is the 
necessary factor in many of the processes 
involved, and whoever expects success in 
this line must be prepared to allow suf­ 
ficient time for everything. This Governor 
Stanford can well afford to do. 
He will 
not be growing wiaes for any particularmar- 
ket. 
I t will loe no object to him to hasten 
any of the processes. If he makes mistakes 
he can rectify them at leisure. 
lie can levy 
contribntions upon all the vineyards of 
Europe, and secure the fullest kuowledge 
for his assistants. 
Iu this way it will be 
possible for him to solve th e problem as to 
thevitieulural capabilities of California, and 
to solve it so affectually th at his conclusions 
will be accepted thenceforth and for all 
time. 
That he will succeed in producing 
wines immeasurably superior to the best 
we can a t present boast of, must be the 
hope of all who are concerned in the prog 
ress and welfare of w hat promises to be­ 
come one of the most im portant interests in 
the State.

ANNUITY. 


man and professional man ’ 
By what 
mysterious right do they demand this 
tribute ? 
They never have performed, and 
never will perform, any service to the 
country. 
They are in no respect superior 
beings to millions of those who are to be 
taxed for their support. They have, in fact, 
no rational title whatever to be supported 
by the English people, and yet Parlia­ 
ment, almost without a 
murmur, 
de­ 
liberately squanders 800,000 a year of the 
public funds upon this 
utterly useless 
and idle couple. 
It is the contemplation 
of abuses such as this that breeds 
the 
revolutionary temper. 
The man of clear 
mind cannot see his way to approval cf 
these acts of literal spoliation, for th at is 
what they really are. 
It is not even a 
question of the support of the Crown, but 
of a number of butterfly Princelings and 
their mates, all of whom are saddled upon 
the people of England, though it is noto­ 
rious th at the Queen herself possesses 
wealth amply sufficient to provide tor ail 
her children in the most splendid manner. 
This provision for all her children indeed 
has become a very heavy burden upon the 
country, and as every time a child is born 
to the married couples a fresh grant is 
asked for, and as the race is very prolific, 
it is impossible to set a lim it to the de­ 
mands upon the treasury. 
But the more 
“ titled idleness” is thus imposed as a 
charge upon the English peonle, the deeper 
will grow the dissatisfaction w ith the 
whole 
regal 
machinery. 
During 
the 
Queen’s life this feeling will probably 
remain in abeyance, but when she dies, 
and Albert Edward takes her place, a free 
rein will be given to criticism, and the 
statem ents which Sir Charles Dilke has 
already made in the House of Commons 
will be brought forward again with a more 
serious purpose to get some reforms accom­ 
plished. 
It is not to be believed th at the 
people, with the ballot iu their hands, will 
much longer consent to be taxed without 
their leave being asked, for the “ support 
“ of titled idleness.” 


BLAISE 
AS 
CASSANDRA. 


Mr. Gladstone's motion for an additional 
£10,000 a year for I’riDoe Leopold, on the 
strength of his marriage, was agreed to by 
the Honse of Commons by a remarkably 
large majority. 
The vote is reported as 
387 to 42, which wonld seem to indicate 
either that the Radicals have been losiDg 
faith in their own principles, or that the 
late attempt on the Queen’s life has ren­ 
dered it 
imprudent 
to manifest open 
dislike to a member of the royal family. 
One Radical member, Samuel SterTy, of 
Sunderland, did object “ to spending the 
“ public money for the snpport of titled 
“ idleness;” and really it would not be 
easy to pat the objections to the motion 
more tersely and forcibly. 
For that is pre­ 
cisely why the English people are justified 
in opposing all such grants. 
It is spend­ 
ing the public money for the support of 
titled idleness. 
Why, in the name of all 
that is reasonable, should Prince Leopold 
s n l his wife bo entitled to claim a part of 
the earnings of every English workingman 
and farmer and manufacturer aud trades­ 


Blaine is at present prophesying all 
manner of dreadful things to happen to 
Peru because his remarkable policy in 
regard to th at country was not carried 
out. 
He 
sardonically points to what 
Chile is doing, and confidently asserts that 
England is to share with her the plunder 
of the victim. 
We cannot agree with Mr. 
Blaine that the disasters of which he 
speaks aie in sight, or even threatened, 
but what is most curious in his letter is 
the assumption th at he could have pre­ 
vented Chile from having her own way 
with Peru, by exercising the 
“ moral 
pow er” of the LTnited States. 
W e wish 
Mr. Blaine could be induced to define this 
moral power. 
In w hat does it consist ? 
Does he believe th at Chile would have 
abandoned her policy of aggrandizement 
merely because she could not resist the 
force of Mr. Blaine’s argument ? Or does 
he think any country possesses any in­ 
fluence abroad which does not rest u lti­ 
mately upon its military and naval power? 
I t is not enough th at a country is popu­ 
lous, th at it is rich, that it is enlightened. 
In order to impress itself upon others it 
must have shown th at it is prepared to 
support its ultim ate decisions with gun­ 
powder' and iron. 
Now Chile has known 
from 
the 
first th at the 
recommenda­ 
tions of 
the 
U nited 
States 
had 
no 
backing; that there were no fleets or 
armie3 behind them. 
Mr. Blaine remarks 
th at “ the U nited States are too big to 
“ make war upon Chile,” which may be 
the case ; but they are certainly not too 
big to get whipped by Chile, notw ithstand­ 
ing her diminutive proportions, so 1 ng as 
she has powerful 
ironclads and 
naval 
artillery, and the United States possesses 
neither. 
And because this is true Mr. 
Blaine’s policy would beyond any rational 
question have broken down at the first 
serious strain. 
Chile would have refused 
to be bullied, and then nothing would have 
been left for tho United States bnt to back 
down. 
I t was the misfortune of Mr. 
Blaine’s foreign policy that it demanded in 
all the 
foreigu powers a condition of 
passive acquiescence which never can be 
counted upon, and least of all when a 
power which is destitute of coercive instru­ 
mentalities tries to enact the blusterer. 
Mr. Blaine never frightened anybody, and 
certainly not Chile, and it is very evident 
that if he had remained in office another 
month he would have been forced to 
recede, in the most mortifying manner, 
from positions which were never tenable. 


TEE 
CHANNEL 
TUNNEL 
SCARE. 


Genera! Wolseley’a vaticinations about 
the Channel Tunnel have led to the publi­ 
cation of a new story, after the “ Battle 
" of Dorking” style, entitled “ How John 
“ Bull Lost London.” 
In this etory the 
French are supposed to eend a large num- 
bor of 
soldiers, 
disguised 
as tourists, 
through the tunnel one summer evening. 
Arrived at Dover, they are furnished with 
arms at midnight from a French vessel 
lying there. 
They then seize the month 
of the tunnel and fortify it, and success­ 
fully resist the attacks of the Dover gar­ 
rison, while six hundred thousand French 
troops are peuring through it. A dynamite 
battery has been arranged to blow up the 
tunnel in case of any danger, but it is so 
long since it has been examined that it has 
got out of order, and when an attempt is 
made to explode it, the wires refuee to 
work. 
So the French and their army 
arrive safely, aud having defeated General 
Wolseley at Guilford, march upon London 
and take it. 
It will be observed that in 
order to make this story in the least degree 
plausible it is necessary to suppose that all 
the English precautions prove abortive, 
that a handful of French soldiers are able 
to hold the mouth of the tunnel for several 
hours against all comers, andthatthe French 
army is permitted to form without moles­ 
tation, and to march some distance into 
the coimtry before battle is offered to it. 
No doubt it is alwayB possible that mines 
may refuse to explode at critical junctures, 
but it is to be presumed that if England 
built 
a 
Channel 
tunnel 
she 
wonld 
take 
such measures 
to 
keep 
her 
end 
of 
it in 
her 
own 
possession 
that 
no 
sudden 
assault 
coaid 
wrest it from her. 
Marshal Moltke evi­ 
dently does not agree with General Wolse­ 
ley as to the practicality of invading 
England by the tunnel. 
He is said to have 
observed when it was related to him “ It 
“ would be about as practical to invade 
" England by that door,” pointing to the 
door of the room. 
This would seem to be 
the commonsense view of the matter also, 
and all that can be said for General 


W olseley’s apprehension is, that if England 
was so careless as to allow herself to be 
invaded by the Channel Tunnel, she wonld 
deserve to be invaded. 
Moltke is said to 
have remarked in this connection that ha 
himself had devised five distinct plans for 
the invasion of England; “ but,” he added, 
after a pause, “ I have never been able to 
“ devise a single plan for getting out of the 
“ country afterwards.” Apparently, there­ 
fore, he is disposed to think that any 
invader of England wonld be in the posi­ 
tion of the man who caught the Tartar, 
and who could neither bring his prisoner 
along with him, nor go away without him. 
This is a view which invaders are not apt 
to take, they preferring to let the future 
look out for itself.. Marshal Moltke, how­ 
ever, has long been accustomed to provide 
for every imaginable 
contingency, and 
therefore when he undertook to plan an 
English invasion it would be a part of his 
work to show how the witho'rawai could 
be effected. 
According to him it conld not 
be effected at all, and it follows th at unless 
the invading army was uniformly victo­ 
rious it must be completely destroyed in 
the end. 


THE ANTI-POLYGAMY BILL 


The President has rigned the 
anti­ 
polygamy bill, and it is therefore useless 
for the Mormons to think of fighting it 
any longer, unless they are prepared to 
take the consequences of 
defying the 
whole power of the United States. 
It is, 
however, to be expected that they will put 
as many obstacles as possible in its way, 
aud it remains to be seen whether they 
can effectually neutralize it. 
I t is always 
best not to give way to enthuriasm over 
the enactment of new laws emboda ing un­ 
tried principles, for in these eases failure 
is at least as much to be expected as suc­ 
cess. 
I t seems positive th at the new law 
will at least drive the polygamists out of 
politics, and th at may mean a great deal 
more than appears on the surface. 
That it 
will at once result in the breaking up of 
polygamous households it would be rash to 
expect, however. 
It íb impossible to make 
a practice which is agreeable to the opin­ 
ions of a community, disgraceful by sta t­ 
ute, nor will any amount of statutory pen­ 
alties produce any further effect than to 
cause the victims of the law to be regarded 
as martyrs. 
But the loss of political power 
exposes the Mormon Church to intestine 
as well as external assaults, and political 
power has hitherto formed so large an ele­ 
ment in its controlling forces th at it may 
be questioned whether it can do without 
it. 
If it cannot, we may be sure th at a 
way will be found to get rid of polygamy, 
even if another revelation is required for 
that purpose. 
For some time, however, 
the new law wiil perhaps not appear to 
produce much change in tho situation. 
Six tnon'hs hence it will be tim e enough to 
review its operation for the purpose of 
ascertaining w hat it has accomplished.

Mr. Blair—Do you, as the legal adviser 
of the Board, advise it to accept? 
The Chair—The question is hardly in order 
now. 
If the Board wants his opinion let it 
ask for it. 
The Board may not desire i t ; it 
may be willing to act on its owa information. 
Here is a suit. 
Ia it Sacramento county is 
plaintiff. 
The defendant offers to allow 
judgm ent for sixty per cent, of the claim. 
J'hat, tbe D istrict A ttorney reports. 
Now, 
if mare is wanted of him, let it be propeiiy 
asked. 
M r. Butler—W ill you advise us in writing 
as to the legality of compromising where 
the State has an interest? W hether the State 
can compel the county to nay the whole of 
the State’s share of tee tax ? 
Mr. Buckley said he would prepare and 
give an opinion on that m atter. 
Mr. Bailey wanted to postpone the m atter 
to April 4th, but the Board took a recess at 
12:10 P. M. until 2 P. M. 
A fter recess M r. Buckley, by request of 
the Chair, again addressed the Board. 
He 
said in the brief time allowed he had not 
time to write out an opinion on the point last 
suggested. These suits, he Baid, were brought 
by order of the Board under the’ A ct of 1880, 
providing th at the county may sue for delin­ 
quent taxes, either State or county, or both, 
in its own name. 
Section 4046 o f'th e Polit­ 
ical Code, subdivision 15, gives the Board 
power to control ail suits to which the county 
is a party. 
Section 907, Code of Civil Pro 
cedure, provides for such an offer as is here 
made by the defendants, and for entry of 
judgm ent by the Clerk if notice of acceptance 
is given. 
There is no statute affirmatively 
naming delinquent tax suits for settlem ent iu 
this manner. 
The sec’ion refers to and in­ 
cludes all civil suits. 
Probably no question 
would be raised as to the exercise of this 
right of compromise, but for the other ques­ 
tion as to the State suing to compel the coun­ 
ty to pay the State’s share in full. 
I t seamed 
to him th at the county acts as the agent 
and 
attorney 
of 
the 
State, 
has con­ 
trol of the 
suits, 
and 
th at 
the State 
makes it the agency for the collection 
of its tax, and m ust be bound by its discre­ 
tion as exercised. 
The Scats is to have her 
share of the taxes collected. 
She doeR not 
get her share of all sued for. or of all delin­ 
quent, but of all collected. 
H e did not be­ 
have th at the State would have a cause of 
action against the county. 
I t might, and 
probably w uld, have its action against the 
railroad companies for anything it may hold 
to be a delinquency. 
The county is told by 
the State to a c t; its acts to the beat of its 
judgment, and the State will hold it only to 
th at accountability. 
The Chair—W hat is yonr recommendation 
as to the advisability of compromising? 
Mr. Buckley—1 have considered this m at­ 
ter since 1 first commenced the suits, as 1 was 
n o tified th at the offer to allow judgment 
would be made. 
I have eought to gain what 
iuforrnation I couid. 
I have some rough 
notes wherein I have sketched my view a: 
M r. Buckley then proceeded to speak from 
his notes, substantially as follows : 
F irst—All the lines involved have been a.-- 
«eased for years by local Assessors acd equal­ 
ized by local Boards. 
I t is believed th at 
over 3,000 assessing judgments have thus 
parsed upon these values. 
The records show 
th at the highest arse.-m ent ever placed was 
in Placer connty, and that was §15,000. The 
Bnard then equalized it down to 812,000 
The average assessment is found to have been 
about $8,000. 
Second—This Board has itself deliberately, 
and upon evidence takeu before it. passed its 
judgm ent upon the values and reduced the 
State B ¡ard’s assessment to a less amount 
than is now tffered as a basis of compromise. 
T hird—By that judgment this Board de­ 
clared th at value to be an equitable assess­ 
m ent of tbe property. 
Since that time noth­ 
ing has been shown to demonstrate th at that 
judgm ent was erroneous. 
* Fourth—The tim e for the sale of the prop­ 
erty has passed, and it is a question whether 
the property can be legally sold hereafter. 
W hether it can or not will only be deter­ 
mined after long litigation, and the chance 
remains meanwhile of the county losing the 
whole of the claim. 
I t would seem, there­ 
fore, to be the exercise of a wise disgretion to 
compromise on the basis indicated. 
F ifth —A bout all the cases inv dving the 
controversy have been transferred to the 
U nited States Courts (Circuit Court), and it 
will be possibly three years befjre final de­ 
cision in the Federal Courts. 
Iu the mean­ 
while this county needa the money due it, aud 
iu the present condition of the treasury it 
must pay interest on any deficiency, or else 
must next year fix a still higher tax-rate—a 
thing this Board will probably be very m u.h 
disinclined to do. 
Sixth—I t is a fact th at the railroad com­ 
pany will set up before the U nited States 
Courts th at it has not been assessed by the 
same machinery with which other citizens 
have been a-sesaed, and that thereby its 
rights under the Constitution of the U nited 
States have been infringed. 
This is so 
serious an issue as to make certain, at the 
least, th at there will be a long litigation, and 
a chauce of tbe county being entirely de­ 
prived of this revenue. 
Seventh—To me it eeenas simply a question 
of what is judicious. 
H ere is an i-sue as to 
whether county or State can recover at a l l ; 
a certainty of protracted litigation ; the loss 
to the county of its just dne in the mean 
tim e; and, on the other hand, the offer to 
pay the tax on the assessment once delib­ 
erately determ ined by this Board to be just 
and equitable; the certainty th a t by com­ 
promise the county will receive all. and more 
than it in the first instance claimed. 
Added 
to this, I am informed by citizens whose 
judgm ent can be made m atter of legal evi­ 
dence, as it once has been before this Board, 
that the §25,000 assessment is more than 
twice what the property and assessed values 
can be replaced tor if utterly destroyed. 
Mr. Buckley continued, saying th a t it was 
purely a m atter for the Board to pass npon 
in its exercise of a sound jadgm entas to what 
is best for the county. 
In response to a ques­ 
tion by Mr. Bailey, he said th at he was in­ 
formed th at tbe Federal Courts are some 
three years behind with their calendara, and 
he believed th at it was perfectly safe to say 
it would be several years before these tax 
oases can be reached and decided in the final 
Court. 
There is a serious question, one not 
to be ignored, involved in the litigation th at 
has begun, and th at is as to w hether one 
class

another 
in 
m other 
way, 
and 
one 
bs 
allowed 
remedies and smother denied them . 
I t is 
simply a question as to what it is best to do. 
W ait, and Like tbe chanoos cf winning the 


whole or losing the whole ? Or, take the 
am ount tendered, and have it p at into the 
treasury ? The policy of accepting or r e n t ­ 
ing the offers the Board coaid determine 
better than he conld. 
I t was for them to 
pass ju d g m en t; they have the county m at­ 
ters ia charge. 
As to the legal aspects of the 
case, he was quite sure the policy of accept­ 
ance or rejection is with the Board. 
M r. Bailey— As to dollars and cents the 
policy of acceptance is good ; as to principle, 
I think it bad. 
. 
A t this point D eputy A ttorney-General 
W hite, who had entered while Mr. Buckley 
was speaking, addressed the Board, aud said 
the Attorney-General would resist the pro­ 
posed compromise, and, if necessary, exert 
his supervisory power over District Attorneys', 
to prevent it when it came up in Court. 
He 
said that officer would hold tbe county for 
the State’s ahare of the tax on the assessment 
as made by the State Board. 
H e took, be 
said, an opposite view of the law from that 
entertained by the D istrict Attorney. He ad­ 
m itted th at the remaining question was as to 
the possible cot A ct of the law of this State 
with the Constitution of the LTnited States, 
wherein it provides a special 
method 
of 
assessing railroads. 
M r, Buckley replied to M r. W hite and re­ 
asserted his former position, and printed out 
that the latter did not evidently understand 
the law under which the offer was made. 
M r. Dreraan moved to postpone two tveekR. 
M r. W ilson said he was ready to vote. 
It 
was well known th at the assessment by the 
State Board wes fully one-half more than any 
assessor ever before made it. 
I t is simply 
fair and just to settle on the baeiB offered. 
E very member of the Board knew the asses-- 
m ent of tbe corporation was excessive. Local 
Boards were as well or even better qualified, 
by reason of loLg experience, than the State 
Board to assess. 
The evidence had been 
before this Board th at engines assessed at 
S12000 could he put here even from the 
factory at §7,060; th at railroad lands had 
been assessed at S80 while other like lands 
had been placed at $20, and this Board low­ 
ered it. 
The defendants propose to pay on a 
higher rate than ever bef ire assessed. W here 
then was the wrong ? 
lie had talked with 
members of the State B jard, who admitted 
the railroads had been assessed too hi^b, and 
it would have been better if they had been 
rated lower. 
M r. Drem an agreed with M r. Wilson. He 
had moved to postpone, uot knowiog th at the 
offer had to be accepted inside of five days. 
To go over one term, then, would not do. 
M r. Beckiey referred to the fact th at the 
Attorney-General had warned the Board not 
to compromise, and th at it would be held 
dollar for dollar. 
Mr. Bailey wanted to do the railroads no 
in justice, but would not vote to compromise. 
H e couldn’t see why they should have reduc­ 
tions and others be denied. 
M r. W ilson said th at was it, they had not 
had the opportunity to have the assessment 
equalized as other citizens had. 
Mr. Blair would bo guided by the advice of 
the D istrict A ttorney, but he wanted his 
opinion in writing. 
M r. Bailey said he was advised the mem­ 
bers would be responsible on their bonds. 
M r. Buckley said he had said all he could. 
Ho had given his view of the law. 
Let the 
Board act as it deems right. 
I t was all a 
m atter of good judgm ent and the exercise of 
it on the part ot the Board. 
The law gives 
the county the control of the suit, and it may 
compromise it if it pleases. 
M r. B utler—As our law officer, do you ad­ 
vise it ? 
M r. Buckley said ¡m to the revenue and the 
economy of the m atter, yes ; as to the m atter 
as a precedent and other grounds you must 
judge. 
M r. Christy said he had studied the m at­ 
ter. H e was not bounden to any railroad, 
nor was he an enemy of any. 
He held the 
railroads had the right to be assessed as is 
any other citizen. 
B ut they are uot. 
Others 
can come before local equalization boards. 
H e believed the litigation wouldn’t be ended 
in five years, and all th at time the county 
would be out of its money, and at the end 
m ight lose it all. 
H e believed in doing the 
best for the county now th at cm be done. 
T hat corporation pays out §1,000,000 a year 
here in wages and §50 000 a year in undis­ 
puted taxes. 
I t is therefore a citizen entitled 
to a hea* ing, and this people ought not f o seek 
to drive it out. 
H e was in places where the 
road was assessed $15,000, and it wa6 reduced 
to $12,000, and no one doubts now the justice 
of it. 
The whole of Sacramento c .unty is 
assessed too high. 
In this vote he was going 
to do w hat he belie v-.d right, and settle and 
get rid of the lawsuits. 
The motion to postpone was lost. 
Ayes— 
Dreman, Bailey and Beckiey. 
Noes—W il­ 
son, Biair, B utler and Christy. 
M r. Blair urged the D istrict A ttorney to 
file his notes tn at he had read from, and 
wished his written and positive advice. 
The D istrict A ttorney said Mr. B lair could 
have a copy cf his notes, but he had said all 
lie felt called on to say. 
Messrs. 
Dreman, 
Bailey 
and Beckiey 
thought more ought not to be asked of the 
D istrict Attorney. 
lie had stated his view 
of the law and the facts, and th at was enough. 
Mr. Butler still thought his recommendation 
ought to be made one way or the other. 
In 
reply to Mr. Beckiey, the D istrict A ttorney 
said he believed firmly th at the B iard had 
jurisdiction of the m atter. 
The Supreme 
Court decision quoted by M r. W hite referred 
to the Board as a Board of Equalization. 
The Board is now at the bar of a Court as a 
suitor, representing the county, and con- 
troiing a suit ; it can do with th at suit as it 
sees fit as to accepting a lesser judgment than 
th at prayed for. 
The m atter was further debated ia the 
strain herein indicated, and th m a final vote 
was had, on the motion of Mr. Christy, to 
accept the offer of the defendants and in­ 
struct the D istrict A ttorney to accent judg­ 
ments as stated in the< ffer. Ayes—Dreman, 
Wilson, Blair, 
Butler, Christy. 
Noes— 
Bailey, Beckiey.

The Executive Committee of the Taxpay­ 
ers’ Protective Association iifild a meeting 
last evening at the office of Sweetscr & Alsip. 
Pressnv—John M cNeill prisidiiig, A. K 
Alsip Secretary, L . L . Lewis, Dr. G. L 
Sigm ons, T. M. Lindley, C. H. Cummings, 
Jos. Steffens, Jas. McClatchy, Frank Miller, 
J . H . Carroll, A. Heilbron, Fred Cox, W . P. 
Coleman and L . Williams, M ayor Brown, 
Trustees R yau acd GutteLberger and Auditor 
McKee. 
M ayor Browo made a lengthy aud 
elaborate statem ent relative - to tbe city 
huaDces. 
The Secretary also read a lengthy 
report of his examination into the facts rela­ 
tive to the city debt, the bonds, the liability 
of the city on past due coupons, etc. 
In this 
report was a w ritten opinion from a promi­ 
nent law-tirm relative to the liability of the 
city. 
M ayor Brown gave an opinion very 
positively as the result of his examination, and 
the legal opinion referred to gave the same 
expression, th at the law providing th at the 
city should not be sued on its debt was re­ 
pealed by the adoption of the city charter, 
and th at the city may sue and be sued, and 
th at if the city should fail to levy the tax re­ 
quired by the law relating to the bonded in­ 
debtedness, one per cent., tlis officers of the 
city can, by mandamus at the suit of credit­ 
ors, be required by the Courts to levy and 
collect the tax. 
The M ayor said he favored 
following the law 6trictly to levy a tax an­ 
nually sufficient to produce $92,400 interest 
yearly. 
A running debate fillowed of question and 
answer, intended to evolve the laots relative 
to the condition of the city debt and as to 
w hat the law ia relative theret ’. 
Mayor Brown said th at the Trustees hold 
th at they m ust provide for the annual inter­ 
est, and w ill levy less than one per cent, for 
the general fund whenever they can provide 
for the annual interest and do so. 
He 
said 
as 
executive officer 
of 
the 
city 
he 
had 
employed 
two 
competent 
a t­ 
torneys to fight the prei-ent suits against 
the city, and would contest them t» the bitter 
end. 
A ll the issues possible will be raised in 
one or more of these suits, that a thorough 
test of all may be made. 
In response to in­ 
quiries, M ayor Brown said he believed the 
Trustees were doing all and every thing best 
to be done in the premises. 
Lie had gtrotg 
hopes of defeating the three suitsp- n ling, ar d 
at the woist, if a judgment is recovered it will 
he for interest, and there can be no levy. So 
long as the city obeys the law there can be 
no effective legal proceedings against it. Mr. 
Brown was subjected to a crcsoexammation 
th at lasted nearly two hours, in which he 
took the position th at the debt is not a detri­ 
m ent to the city ; that the amount of debt is 
not disproportionate to the assessed values, 
and is far less in proportion than th at of most 
cities. 
T hat a city with §11,000 000 values 
aD 1 one and a half million of debt, that 
refmes to pay th at deb;, as it c: n, and as by 
law and contract provided, acts dishonorably 
and depreciates it3 standiug to a degree of 
damage almost im parable. 
Mr. M cClatchy finally took the floor and 
argued th at the true position to take was. 
“ How can we not pay interest,” while all 
the other members seemed, he said, to direct 
their attention how best to pay the interest. 
He held th at ste; s should be takeu to depre 
ciate the bonds, and the way to do it was to 
pay the least possible interest, and stand on 
the letter of the law. 
To this M ayer Brown resporded warmly, 
and declared that he, too, would follow the 
law, and if there was to be repudiation, or 
the shadow of it, or any dishonorable act 
to avoid payiag the debt or interest, b w mid 
resign 
his 
position. 
H e declared 
that 
the same honesty aud honor should bind 
a municipality aB should bind an individual. 
To these sentiments the great- m ajority of 
those present (and most of them openly) as­ 
sented. 
Tbe discussion th at led up to this 
general feeling wa3 long, elaborate, and while 
profoundly interesting, would be almost im­ 
possible to present in a limited newspaper re­ 
port 
During tbe evening the air was fairly filled 
with figures, and became lambent with intri­ 
cate calculations. 
A res iluticn was put into 
effect under which ths roll was called requir­ 
ing all members of the committee to respond 
“ yes ” or “ no ” to the question, Do you own 
or control or have interest in any city bonds, 
or does tiie tirm or corporation or business 
with which you are connected own, control 
or have interest in such bouds? All responded 
“ no.” 
A resolution was adopted thanking 
the Trustees for theia attendance and the in­ 
formation given, and heartily approving their 
determination to warmly ccute-:; the pending 
bond suiis.

You will fiad it goes to the tune very 
nicely. A lady who"became interested in 
c.ne of the girls attending the school, on 
the marriage of the young Chinese wom&D, 
invited her to lunch, thatihe JOang couple, 
christianized and very hippy in honey­ 
mooning and setting up housekeeping as 
n e a r to cur custom as they knew, might 
have an idea of a lunch according to our 
belief. 
Accordingly the bride and bride­ 
groom came with much formality, which 
was preserved with great dignity through­ 
out the visit until broken in upon by the 
bride’s girlish delight in 
an immense 
cockatoo, w'hese like she had never before 
Been. 
Several months ago wa had a very 
HIGH-TONED CHINESE WEDDING, 
The contracting parties being Christians, 
and therefore very much patronized and 
petted by those interested in the converted 
Chinese. 
The ceremony took place in 
Grace Cathedral, and spectators were ad­ 
mitted by cards of invitation. 
The bride 
was petite, and a brunette, of course, so 
that the high colors of her dress w re very 
becoming. 
Her garments were of rich silk, 
and her hair was elaborate but indescrib­ 
able in its make-up. She passed the trying 
ordeal with composure, and received con­ 
gratulation» very prettily, after which tbe 
happy pair entered the carriage that had 
brought them, and as man and wife were 
whirled away to their future homo. 
An 
association belonging to Plymouth Church, 
and known as the Plymouth Gleaners, are 
contributing this year to the Bupport of a 
little Greek boy who was brought here 
from Turkey by Miss Julia Kappleye, a 
missionary to that country. 
Miss Rap- 
pleye was an intimate friend of Mrs. Mary 
A. Colby, so well known to Grange people, 
aud to many friends about Chico and Beni­ 
cia. 
The two corresponded for several 
years, and when Mrs. Colby died, and her 
written life was in contemplation, among 
other correspondence submitted was tbat 
of tbe missionary friend in Turkey.

Rappleye, however, returned to this coun­ 
try some time since, bringing with her the 
young Greek, who wa3 called Stephanas 
Rappleye. 
Her subsequent marriage to 
Mr. Colby, and her death following her 
marriage, are very well known to religious 
circles, in which she was

Young Stephanas was thus left without a 
protector, and was taken in charge by the 
Woman’s Board of Missions on this coast, 
who at first proposed to return him to his 
mother in Turkey, but the little fellow 
plead so hard to be educated that the la­

nowadays about the Ssbbath-schoo’.s con­ 
ducted at tbe various churches for the 
purpose of teaching our Bible to tbe 
heathen Chinese. 
During the first en­ 
thusiasm a large number of ladi.s, gentle­ 
men and children volunteered as teachers, 


but the novelty has worn away, many are ¡ 
discouraged, and others have 
GIVEN UP IN DISGUST, 
Feeling that John has no intention of get­ 
ting religion. 
So, now, there is a great 
lack of teacherB, and in this emergency one 
church decided to utilize the talent it had 
trained, have ench of the scholars as had 
iearned enough, teach the new ones and 
those not so far advanced in the language 
as themselves. 
In commenting upon tbe 
new regime, one Chinaman, who is a houee- 
servant, remarked to his mistress: 
“ I 
not go to that Sunday-school any inore ; I 
uot Want to teach other Chinamen.” The 
mistress explained to him at length that 
he had been taught without expense to 
himself and at the cost of much labor to 
others for some years, and that now it wa9 
not only fair that he shou’d teach sotr.e 
other of his ignorant countrymen equally 
desirous to learn, but that it was au occa­ 
sion to show his gratitude by assisting in 
their labor those who had for such a length 
of time tiken pains with him. 
But with 
that shrewdness and selfishness which is 
characteristic of his race, he replied coolly : 
“ Mo; I not do it. 
I think that very 
smart thing to a¿k. 
I teach Cftinatnan ail 
time. I not learn any more niyeelf. 
No ; 
I go leave that Sunday-school right away.”

A FAMOUS STRUCTURE. 


Eiutory oi a Ration in a Building—Restor­ 
ing the Tower of London 
It may safely be said that no city in the 
W'orld possesses a monument equal in his­ 
toric interest to the Tower of London. For 
800 years, as palace, fortress and prison, it 
has been continuously inhabited. 
lieceut 
discoveries have justified the ancient tradi­ 
tion that on the same site there Btood an 
important Roman fortificaron, aud the 
facts stand proved that important Roman 
works occupied the spot for a thousand 
years cr mare before Guudulf, the weeping 
monk of Bsc, in Normandy, whom the 
Conqueror summoned to act as hie builder, 
laid one stone of the great White Tower on 
another. 
Gundulf was said to have tem­ 
pered his cement with the hlood of beasts, 
and to have watered with hia tears the the­ 
ater of so many future tragedies. Probably 
he pounded up the old red tiles and bricks 
of the Romans, and so gave to his mortar 
the red color which the common folk re­ 
garded with so much awe. 
Successive kings, notably William Rufus, 
who “ pilled ami shaved the people with 
tribute especially 
to 
spend about the 
Tower of London ar.d tne Great Hall at 
Westminster,” and Henry III., the first 
deviser of a Thames Embankment, added 
to the Tower of Loudon—not without 
many murmuring» ou the part of their sub­ 
jects, who saw in the tower a standing 
menace to their liberties. 
In the sixteenth century the Tower of 
London, with its outer and inner ballium, 
the great keep of the White Tower, and 
the grim portal of the Traitor’s Gate, must 
have been looked upon from the river as a 
most imposing monument of the feudal 
system. 
Unhappily, under tbe Stuarts 
aud their successors, the glories of the 
Tower were sufftred to decay. 
On the 
south bide the inner wall with the Lantern 
Tower became ruins, and during the latter 
part of the last century their place was 
liiled by a huge and hideous brick build 
ing, with all the unwitldly ugliness of a 
Te ames street warehouse, hy which the 
view of the Tower from tne river was 
effectually blotted out. 
During the last twenty-five years better 
judgment and better taste have been shown 
in the treatment of this great standing rec­ 
ord of the history of England. 
The Prince 
Consort wa3 one of the first to take an 
active interest in the antiqui ie3 and beau 
ties of the place. 
Mr. Salvin, who died 
last ytar, and who only a short time before 
his death visited the Tower in order to see 
the work that had been done and the dis­ 
coveries that had been made at the Cradle 
Tower, was called in as consulting archi­ 
tect. 
Under his advice tbe Chapel of St. 
John in the White Tower wa3 restored and 
is now perhaps the finest specimen of Nor­ 
man architecture in the kingdom, and the 
ruinous tumble-dowu Warders’ quarters 
were replaced by appropriate buildings iu : 
the style of the Tudors. 
For some time, 
owing' to the pressure of work in other 
directions, little was done beyond mere 
maintenance and repair. 
Six years ago, 
however, the work of restoration wag ac­ 
tively begun again. 
The Chapel of St. 
Peter ad Vincula, the burial-place of Qaeen 
Anne Boleyn, with the other illustrion? 
victims of royal displeasure or politi­ 
cal 
necessity 
down 
to the time of 
the Jacobite Lords 
of the ’45, 
had 
fallen into a most discreditable state 
of decay. 
Tne interior was choked by 
the ugliest of modern galleries, with tall 
unsightly pews ; a sinking of the pave­ 
ment of the altar was becoming more and 
more apparent, and it became necessary to 
take immediate steps to prevent the whole 
building from falling into ruins. 
When 
this chapel had been repaired and purged 
of the monstrosities by which it was de­ 
filed, the next work of importance to lie 
undertaken was the restoration of the 
south or river side, together with the Well 
and the Cradle towers. This has now been 
done, and in the meantime ceitain mean 
bnildings on the east side of the White 
Tower, which were used by the Royal En­ 
gineers as stores, showed such unmistaka­ 
ble signs of an immediate intention of falling 
in bodily that they had to be swept away. 
On that side, therefore, the White Tower 
is unmasked and clear as it was erected 
by Gundulf. 
It was iu course of this re­ 
moval that the Roman remains, to which 
allusion has been made in the early part of 
this paper, were discovered. 
At the same 
time the dirty slums known as the Irish 
Barracks were cleared away, and the space 
between the inner and outer fortifications 
on the eastern side being thrown open, 
tie Salt and Broad Arrow towers stand 
fully revealed. * 
The great work of all, however, re­ 
mains. 
The Tower of London is still 
screened from the Thames by the great 
warehouse of which mention has been 
made. 
Fortunately there is a prospect 
that a remedy will lie found for the eclipse. 
An arrangement lias at last been come to 
between the Secretary of State for War 
and the First Commissioner of Works, by 
which the foinier will give up the ware­ 
house. which is no loDger required by the 
War Department, and the apper stories of 
which are so rotten and of such flimsy 
construction that no bulky goods can be 
stored there. 
The First Commissioner of 
Works, on his part, will remove these' 
buildings, and then proposes to complete 
the restoration of the inner walls of the 
Tower aDd the Lantern Tower, of which, 
no doubt, the foundations will be found 
beneath the warehouse. The whole circle 
of the Tower of London will thus again 
reappear, and the Central Tower will stand 
out, unincumbered by other buildings, in 
all its pristine grandeur. 
Ample authori­ 
ties exist for the restoration, and though 
it is impossible to give back the very 
stones, it is easy to reconstruct an exact 
and authentic presentment of the old 
fortress 
as 
it 
stood 
in 
those 
days. 
Careful drawings have been pre­ 
pared at the Office of Works, together 
with models of the Tower as it is and as it 
will be when tbe work is accomplished, and 
these have received the approval of some 
of the chief authorities on the archmology 
and architecture. Nor need the public fear 
lest they should be “ pilled and shaved” 
for the purpose, as their forbears were by 
William Rufus, for the total cost of the 
work is only estimated at about EC 500, of 
which some £2,000 or more will be re­ 
couped to the Exchequer by the sale of the 
old materials of the storehouse.—[London 
Times.

Martha Schofield, writing from Aiken, S, 
C., to the Woman'i Journal, tell this af­ 
fecting story of the old slave days : 
Last week a sweet-voiced, humble-spir­ 
ited woman came to see if I would find her 
daughter. 
She has lived in New York and 
Orange since the war, and now íd her de­ 
clining years has come back here to seek 
the lost. 
Her story is confirmed by those 
who had not seen her for twenty-eight 
years, and these were her words : 
“ I was horn free, me and my two broth­ 
ers. 
We come of good authors, but onr 
parents both died in one year. 
In their 
days all free folks had to have guardians, 
and old Mrs. R. was curs. 
We lived in 
Charleston. 
I married a free man and had 
three children. 
The old lady died, and 
her son was their guardian for me and my 
children. 
He was Captain R , and he 
brought my Sallie up to Aiken to nurse for 
his wife, and when she was about twenty 
be sold her to a trader from Mississippi. 
I was in Charleston, at church, and a man 
came to me aud asked : 
“ ‘Julia, aiu’t you got a daughter to 
Aiken ?’ 
“ * Yes, I have.’ 
“ ‘ Well, Captain II, has sold her to 
traders.’ 
“ ‘ Oh, no ! not my daughter. 
She is 
free.’ 
“ ‘ Yes, she is; that very girl, for I 
fetched her from depot to Mr. 
office, 
in Chalmers street.’ 
“ I went right to speculator’s office, aud 
asktd if such a one was there, and tbe man 
said ‘Yes.’ 
I ask to see her, and he say, 
‘No, you cannot see her.’ Then my heart 
cry out so it make a noise, and the white 
man come down stairs and said, ‘ For God’s 
sake let the woman see her child,’ and he 
did. 
I had some good friends among the 
Quakers, and 1 went and begged them to 
help me, and they tried. 
But he asked 
auch a big price we could not raise the 
money, aud she had to go, and I never 
seen her since.” 
Then, in thq same patient tone, sue con­ 
tinued : 
“ The Lard sent me to Aiken, to this 
place, and I can live on bread and water, if 
I can only find her ; perhaps you are to 
find her. 
Oh ! think, think what a sweet 
thing, what a blessing would ccme to you, 
what a crown, if you find my child ! 
Captain R. has bren dead twenty years. 
I 
heard that when ho was dying he told his 
children ‘ there was a mountain of sin on 
him for what ho had done to John's 
children 
(that’s 
us) and other 
peo­ 
ples.’ 
I forgive him. 
I leave them 
all 
with 
the Lo-d, 
for 
if 
I 
think 
about them it mangles me so in heart, 
it makes me sin. 
So I strove to give up 
everything, for the Lord says we must do 
it to Eerve Him in spirit and in truth. 
The Eame man had my other little girl sold. 
I left her sweeping the yard while I was 
away, and going back a woman called: 
‘ Julia, 
come 
here 
quick. 
I 
saw 
a 
man 
taking 
your 
Susan 
down 
the street.’ 
I said : 
‘ Ob, my God, 
what trouble is this,’ and I went again to 
the speculator’s office, and while talking 
my eyes flew through the iron bars, and 
way back among others, I saw my little 
Susan. 
I could not get her. 
Sallie gone 
in the spring, and in the fall Susan. 
Traders came twice a year. 
Then they 
stole my only Eon. Fretting 
for them 
children broke my health, and I never was 
well for thirty years. 
When the trader 
came back next time, he told some one 
that my Susan had gone crazy, had lost 
her mind entirely. 
Then I just begged the 
Lord to take her to Himself, and when He 
did to send me an answer in the spirit. 
One day, when I was sick in my Led, in 
great suffering, I was meditative with the 
Lord about my child, and if He had re­ 
moved her ouL of her sufferings. 
Wi.ile I 
was asking her spiirit to come before me, 
with a beautiful crown on her head, 
and just like any mother, I cry out : 
‘Oh, eee my Susan, ble3s 
the Lord.’ 
Then she flew away, 
and I knewed 
that 
was 
the 
way 
I 
was to be 
made sensible that He had answered 
me, and I never fretted any more for her, 
knowiu’ she was dead and safe. You know, 
ma’am, if we pray we must have faith, and 
I had asked Him to answer me in the 
spirit, and though I never beard a word 
since, I know the is dead. 
But I don’t 
have them feelings about Sallie ; she is liv­ 
ing, and I feel I will see her beíore I leave 
this life. 
I have had such great aflhctions 
I feel the Lord will spare me to see her ; 
and after I do, face to face and lips to lips, 
then He may call me any minute and I will 
be ready to go.” 
Twenty yeaia of hunger and thirst for 
her own flesh and blood, and now, in her 
old age, she comes from New York down 
here with the faith that has removed 
mountains, hoping that my pen may find 
her child, feeling that “ if all Christian peo­ 
ple will join their prayers, she will see her 
again.” 
Friends in Orange helped to pay 
her way to Aiken, aud now this mother, 
Julia Johnson, waits in sublime meekness 
and patience. 
1 wrote to several churches, for in this 
way “ the lost is found.” One woman 
“ carries my nnme in her prayers” for find­ 
ing her daughter sold thirty years betore. 


Oregon.—The name of Oregon was at 
first applied to the Columbia river, then to 
the Territory, and lastly to the State. 
The origin of the name is conjectural. The 
earliest printed mention of it is in Carver’s 
travels in 170J. 
Carver explored the 
sources of the Mississippi river, and states 
that by his residence among the Indians, 
especially the Sioux, he obtained a general 
knowledge of the situation of the river 
Oregon or “ the river of the West that falls 
into the Pacific Ocean at the Straits of 
Anian. ’ 
By that which he calls the Ore­ 
gon, the sources of which he placed not far 
from the head-watcra of the Missouri, he 
may have referred to aomo one of the 
sources of the Missouri or to one of the two 
rivers which, rising in the Rocky Mount­ 
ains, formed the principal eastern tribu­ 
taries of the Oregon. 
Carver was misled 
as to the locality of the river of the West, 
and the supposed sources of it he may have 
confounded with the sources of the Mis­ 
souri or of one of the tributaries in ques­ 
tion. 
But this much the publication of 
his travels accomplished—the establish­ 
ment of a belief in the existence of a great 
river emptying into the Pacific Ocean. He 
designated by the name Oregon a great 
river flowing into the Pacific, and when in 
after times such a river was discovered the 
name was ready at hand.

blocks even older tnan this. 
They were 
cu t, so his account runs, by tw o twin?, 
A lexandro 
A lbtrie Uunio and Isabella 
Cunio. 
The maiden ¡s described as being 
surprisingly beautiful, talented and accom­ 
plished ; at 13 she understood Latin and 
georr.etr), w rote excellent 
-erae, played 
upon several instrum ents, and had begun 
to design and paint w ith delicacy and ta3te ; 
w hile her brother, the cbivalric Alberic, 
w as of quite ravishing beauty, and one of 
th e m ost charm ing youths in fourteenth- 
century Italy. 
A t 14 he comm anded a 
squadron of horse in the wars, and dis­ 
played extraordinary valor,

T his is a p retty and 
effective story. 
The only fault about it is 
th a t it isn’t true.

all events there has been a nice little 
squabble about it betw een various w riters 
on th e a rt of wood engraving ; and as no­ 
body- hu t I’apillon ever saw the p-cturcs, 
n o r ever heard of them until he published 
h-'s “ T raite de ia G ravure,” and as his 
proofs are of th e m ost shadowy kind, it is
